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RECENT INCREASE IN OUR CIRCULATING 
MEDIUM. 


The money in circulation in the United States has increased eight hundred 
and forty-two millions of dollars during the past ten years. According to the 
figures of the Treasurer of the United States, the amount in circulation July 1, 
1894, was, in round numbers, $1,661,000,000, while March 1, 1904, the amount 
was $2,503,000,000, the increase equaling over 50 per cent. During the same 
period the population of the country has increased from about sixty-eight mil- 
lions to about eighty-one millions, or over 19 per cent. The amount of money 
in circulation has grown much more rapidly than the population and, as a con- 
sequence, the circulation per capita has very much increased—i. e., from about 
$24.50 in 1894 to about $30.00 in 1904. 

The different elements which enter into this startling addition to the stock 
of our circulating medium offer an interesting study, and some attention may 
well be given to the causes and effects of the present situation. 

An examination of the Treasurer’s tables shows that at present the gold coin 
and certificates now aggregate no less than $1,200,000,000, while in 1894 there 
were but $562,300,000 of this kind of money in circulation, the increase amount- 
ing to over 110 per cent. Treasury notes of 1890 have declined over $100,000,- 
000, and now amount to only about $14,000,000. This decrease is, of course, 
due to the redemption of the Treasury notes, under the provisions of the act of 
March 14, 1900. The silver certificates and coin in circulation have increased 
from $438,000,000 to $624,000.000, this increase being due to the coinage of 
the seigniorage also provided for in the act of March 14, 1900. 
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Most remarkable and interesting of all, however, has been the increase in 
national bank notes, the outstanding amount of which, although being only 
about $200,000,000 in 1894, on March 1, 1904, equaled over $416,000,000. In 
connection with our increase in gold coin and in certificates issued against the 
metal held in trust in the national Treasury, it is pertinent to note the rapidly 
increasing yearly production of gold. According to the estimates of the London 
Statist, the value of the gold produced, annually, throughout the world has risen 
from £36,765,000 mined in 1894 to £67,500,000 in 1903. Of the $2,600,- 
000,000 of gold estimated to have been extracted from the earth during the last 
decade, ore to the value of about $638,000,000 has found its way into the mints 
of the United States. The enlargement of our supply of gold money, then, 


may be traced, generally speaking, to natural causes—i. e., to the increase in the 
world’s output. 


Quite a different explanation accounts for the increase in our national bank 
notes. No natural law governs their volume. On the other hand, their amount 
is artificially regulated by our so-called currency laws. A consideration of the 
statistics shows that a large proportion of the extension, which our bank note 
currency has undergone, has occurred since 1900, the explanation of which is to 
be found in the terms of the well-known act of that year. Under the provisions 
of that statute, the refunding of the United States 3’s of 1908-18, the 4’s of 1907 
and the 5’s of 1904 into 2 per cent bonds of 1930 was authorized. It was further 
provided that national bank notes, based upon the new twos, should be subjected 
to a tax of but one-half of one per cent against the one per cent imposed upon 
currency issued on any of the other issues. Almost without exception, from the 
beginning of the refunding operations in 1900 up to the present time, the new 
twos have sold at figures which made them more profitable as a basis for circula- 
tion than any of the other classes of United States bonds. Bankers were not slow 
to take advantage of this condition of the market and as a consequence we find 
that of about $393,000,000 of governments now held by the Treasurer in trust 
to secure circulation, over $387,000,000 consist of the twos. The proportion 
would be even larger in favor of the twos if it were not for the fact that many 
of the other bonds used to secure currency are borrowed by the banks from indi- 
viduals and institutions. In view of the fact, however, that the twos have been 
selling during a greater part of the time since they were first issued at prices 
at which they have shown a fair profit as a basis for circulation, the explanation 
of the great increase in our bank note currency is easily comprehensible. The 
one fact follows as the obvious sequitur of the other. 


It is proper to add that the large increase in the number of banks estab- 
lished during the past few vears has also caused some enlargement of the volume 
of our circulation. Every national bank before it can obtain its charter must 
deposit with the Treasury Department United States bonds equal to twenty-five 
per cent of its capital, except that banks with a capital of over $150,000 are 
required to deposit bonds to the par value of $50,000. The law providing for 
these initial deposits of bonds was passed at a time when the Treasury was seek- 
ing every aid to create a market for United States securities. The conditions 
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which perhaps justified the law have long since passed, but Congress has never 
seen fit to repeal the statute. As these so-called “chartér bonds” can, of course, 
be used by the banks as security for circulation, the volume of bank notes added 
to our currency from this cause is considerable. For the past two years the 
amount has ranged from about $500,000 to $2,000,000, monthly. 

But by far the most important factor which has caused the unprecedented 
rise in the volume of our national bank notes has been the condition of the 
Government bond market. United States twos have been procurable at figures 
which made them profitable as a basis for circulation and bankers have very 
naturally been large purchasers of Governments for ‘this purpose. 


While the bankers have properly availed themselves of the opportunity 
when offered to augment their profits by increasing circulation, yet from the 
standpoint of the general welfare, it would be difficult to find a more unscientific 
regulation of the total volume of bank notes than the price of Government 
bonds. It is easily demonstrable that the efficiency of the circulating medium 
is vastly increased if the volume is so regulated that it responds to the ever- 
varying needs of the community. It should expand quickly and automatically 
when there is an increased demand, as, for instance, during our semi-annual crop 
moving periods, and as easily and rapidly contract during those periods when 
the call for currency is lightest. 

Not only is our circulation unresponsive to the seasonable variations in 
the demand at large for currency, but the volume is quite as likely as not to 
increase when the actual demand is smallest. This condition is aptly illustrated 
by the change which our circulation has been undergoing for the past two months. 
During February and March the total volume of bank note circulation has in- 
creased over $8,000,000, although this has been a period of excessively easy 
money. 

Call money has ruled in New York from 114 to 13% per cent, and even at 
these rates the banks have been having great difficulty in putting out their funds. 
That money is generally easy throughout the country is evidenced by the fact 
that the country banks are as a whole piling up large balances with their New 
York correspondents. If money was actively demanded at home, the country 
bankers would not find it profitable to have large sums on deposit in New York, 
drawing on the average but 2 per cent. 

No large demand for currency as a result of unusual commercial activity 
has occasioned the recent expansion in our bank note circulation. The cause 
of the increase is to be found, as indicated above, in quite another direction— 
namely, in the market quotations of Governments. The market price of United 
States bonds, and especially the two per cents, a large proportion of which is 
owned by national banks and used as security for circulation or public deposits, 
is subject to variations caused by influences wholly distinct from the causes 
which mark up or down other investment securities. The present situation is an 
illustration. United States twos have ruled weak for some time past in anticipa- 
tion of a call by the Secretary of the Treasury for a portion of the funds which 
it was known he would require to meet the payments to be made in connection 
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with the acquisition of the Panama Canal. It was easily deduced that if thirty 
or forty millions of bonds held by the Treasurer in trust to secure Government 
funds lodged with the banks should be released, a considerable amount would 
find their way into the market. The weakening effect which this abnormal 
increase in the supply was expected to exert soon began to be discounted and 
prices began to sag. Lower prices, however, meant, to the banker who was in a 
position to increase his circulation, a chance to enlarge appreciably his profits 
by purchasing the bonds and augmenting his note issue. The call was made and 
about $30,000,000 of public funds were surrendered by the banks, yet the demand 
for bonds for the purpose mentioned was sufficient to prevent more than a mod- 
erate decline. Under the stimulus of rather low prices, however, the amount of 
our outstanding circulation went from about $427,000,000 on February 1st to 
$435,000,000 on April Ist. 


Our bank note currency has shown, almost without exception, a continuous 
increase since 1900. Occasionally there have been months in which there was 
some decline, but never has the retirement of notes by reducing banks gratly 
exceeded the increases by others. This is partially explained in the limitation 
set by law to the aggregate retirement of notes by all banks to $3,000,000 in any 
one-month. Without doubt this three million dollar limitation is partly ac- 
countable for the inelasticity of our currency. The law, like that requiring the 
initial deposit of bonds by newly organized banks, is something of an anachronism 
for the conditions which gave rise to it have passed away. Banks would be 
more likely to increase their circulation to meet an unusual and temporary 
demand if they knew that they would be in a position promptly to retire their 
notes when the demand for funds had ceased. The repeal of the limiting clause 
was recommended by the Comptroller of the Currency in 1902, but Congress 
took no action in this direction. 


While the increase in the volume of our circulating medium in the recent 
past has heen rapid, a survey of the present situation leads to the conclusion 
that within the next few years the present supply, enormous as it is, will be 
greatly exceeded. The production of gold is constantly increasing and it has 
been estimated that within five years it will reach the annual output of $500,- 
000,000. A portion of this will, of course, be coined in our mints. 

Besides the gold which will be added to our money, it seems likely that we 
will have a further expansion of our national bank note circulation. A new issue 
of United States two per cent bonds to the amount of $130,000,000 has been 
authorized by Congress to provide funds to be used in meeting the expenses 
which will be incurred in constructing the Panama Canal. As the bonds cannot 
be put forth below par, and as the investment demand for securities bearing but 
two per cent would not be strong enough to absorb any considerable portion 
of the issue, it would seem that Congress intends to have the bonds bought by 
the banks and used as a basis for circulation. No doubt the banks will be glad 
to take the bonds for this purpose if Congress will make them profitable as 
security for note issues by reducing the tax on currency based upon the new 
bonds to one-half of one per cent, as is the case with the present twos. Bills 
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embodying this idea have already been introduced in Congress and a law of 
this nature will probably be enacted by the time the Government will be required 
to issue any of the new bonds. Additional circulation may be reasonably antici- 
pated from the Panama Canal bonds, unless the law should be changed and they 
should be put out upon an investment basis. 

The question naturally presents itself: What will be the result of the ever- 
growing volume of our circulating medium? Believers in the quantitative theory 
of money will be inclined to presage a too plethoric condition for the country 
and a continuous tendency toward a higher level of prices. In any period dur- 
ing which prices are seeking a new level business is-very likely to be seriously 
disturbed by the maladjustment of prices which usually results from the chang- 
ing situation. The prices of all commodities do not advance in unison; some 
goods rise rapidly, while others move slowly, and as a consequence economic 
progress is, to say the least, seriously interrupted. 

Are we approaching such a period, or will increasing commercial activity 
result in the quiet absorption of the large addition of our money stock which 
the present seems to foreshadow. The matter should be seriously considered and 
if possible the supply of currency should be brought into some sort of relation- 
ship with the demand. ALLEN G. HOYT. 


FAILURES OF THE FIRST QUARTER. 


Insolvencies in strictly commercial channels, as reported by Dun & Co., 
the mercantile agency, for the first quarter of 1904, exclusive of banking and 
railway suspensions, numbered 3,334, with aggregate liabilities of $48,066,721, 
which compare with 3,200 in the corresponding months of 1903, when the 
indebtedness amounted to $34,344,433. 

Of banks and other similar fiduciary institutions there were thirty-two 
suspensions, involving $9,013,098, against twenty-two in 1903 for $4,563,402. 
Financial losses were heavily increased by two trust company suspensions on 
the last day of the quarter. 

The number of failures in the first quarter each year since 1895, the amount 
of liabilities and average loss to each default are given below:

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THE MAKING OF A BANK CLERK. 


The banking business has expanded at such a rate in the last ten years that 
it is now recognized as a profession, which if mastered means a fortune. Com- 
petition has consequently become so keen and rivalry so strong that the men at 
the helm must be those whose work has shown marked ability and fitness; the 
day of the favored sons of officers and directors is fast disappearing, and brains, 
industry, application and unimpeachable integrity were never in greater demand 
or at a higher premium. If the ambitious clerk qualifies he will not bear the 
market. 

The making of a bank clerk is of vital importance to both the bank and the 
clerk, and to obtain the best results their co-operation is necessary at all times. 
The material consists of an applicant who is honest and willing, with at least a 
common school education. Much depends upon the beginning, and right there 
the bank has the advantage over a new employe in knowing just what is desired 
of him, and it should therefore have an officer or chief clerk (one who has been 
through the mill) to come into daily contact with the clerks in all their work. 
After a boy has been in an institution for a month a close observer can see 
where suggestions can be made which, if properly followed, would be worth much 
to the bank as well as the clerk. Then is the time to act; if he is not a fair pen- 
man, or seems slow to think and catch on, the necessity of these qualities should 
be impressed upon him; also the value of an evening now and then spent in their 
acquisition. If he is made to realize the additional value that would accrue, it 
will be very strange if he fails to profit. It may be said, and truly, too, that the 
boy of the right stamp does not need any looking after; he is bound to succeed by 
his own efforts. Such material is scarce, however, and even if it is-discovered a 
hint to the clerk, now and then, would increase his speed wonderfully and enable 
him to reach the goal much quicker. Many of our self-made men of to-day can 
look back and see where some good sound advice, judiciously given, would have 
been vastly beneficial. The clerk should be given an opportunity to get a general 
idea of all the branches, and if he shows marked ability in a particular direction 
it should not be forgotten, in the matter of promotions, that such an employe 
deserves consideration, even though the vacancy occur in another branch. 

Almost every boy, before entering a bank, has an idea that the work is easy. 
That idea is soon dispelled, and the sooner he can forget that there ever was such 
a thing as overwork, the better. He should always be at his post of duty prompt- 
ly, and not be over-anxious to get away in the evening. Punctuality is one of 
the most precious virtues of the business man, and one of the first traits in a 
clerk to be recognized. All work, agreeable or otherwise, should be taken up with 
a willingness free from any sign of displeasure, and he should strive from the 
beginning to be neat and accurate. Willingness indicates the right spirit in a 
clerk; neatness in one’s work, including good penmanship, and tidiness in one’s 
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personal appearance are always pleasing. Accuracy, however, is of first impor- 
tance, and although rapidity is to be considered in determining the efficiency of 
a clerk, the general average will never be improved by its gain if developed by 
the sacrifice of the former. The combination of these qualities creates, at first 
sight, a favorable impression, the value of which cannot be overestimated, as an 
inauspicious beginning is a handicap always difficult to overcome, no matter how 
conscientiously one may work. Therefore a clerk should be thoroughly reliable 
from the start. Reliability shown at the beginning invites and merits confidence, 
the fullest measure of which he can hardly expect to gain later unless his previous 
efforts have been characterized by a faithful performance of his duties. The dis- 
positions of his superiors should be observed, with a view of always trying to 
please—not to vex them. Whenever possible their desires should be anticipated. 
A feeling of mutuality towards fellow clerks should be cultivated; this is the 
ideal relationship that ought to exist among the employes in any business; its 
presence quiets the nerves of officers and clerks alike; its absence continually 
grates upon the minds of the officers, and fosters among the clerks that spirit of 
selfishness so detrimental to the smooth workings of the machinery of any insti- 
tution. 


A successful bank must have officers whose conduct and behavior are above 
reproach, and certainly such officers have a right to demand of their subordinates 
the same moral rectitude which is required of themselves. Care, therefore, should 
be exercised in the selection of associates ; they should be picked from young men 
of refinement, education and good morals. In dealing with customers, polite- 
ness and a desire to satisfy them should be manifested for they should be pleased 
whenever consistent with.sound judgment. The confidential nature of the rela- 
tionship between the bank and its depositors demands that their transactions 
should be kept secret; this should never be forgotten. The clerk should keep his 
eyes and ears open, and be on the alert for any opportunity, he should endeavor 
to grasp instructions when first given, and aim to learn something new each 
day, being sure to retain it. A retentive memory is invaluable, and is a faculty 
that should be cultivated assiduously, it being one of the chief assets in the indi- 
vidual makeup of a business man. 


It will soon be discovered that there is a great deal to be learned, but it is 
surprising how one thing will lead up to another. To illustrate this some of © 
the work usually taken up by the raw recruit will be gone over. His first duties 
will probably be to copy letters, index letter books, stamp and assort checks and 
balance pass books. Right here he has a grand opportunity of displaying will- 
ingness, for this class of Work is about as monotonous as any in the office. He 
will also help in checking off the letters received in the morning, assist in making 
up the lists for the Clearing House, in putting up mail in the afternoon and in 
making collections. Now the actual performance of such duties calls for only 
a small degree of brain work, but let us see what a little mental exercise will 
lead up to. 


First, in balancing pass books. In a short time he will see the individual 


ledger, where it will be noticed that the entries are reversed as compared with

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the pass book. This ought to set him to thinking, and give him a cue that a 
knowledge of bookkeeping would not be a bad thing to possess. Too much stress 
cannot be laid upon the importance of a clear idea of bank bookkeeping, which 
is not merely entering the debits and credits in the ledger, and striking a bal- 
ance, but combines all the books of the bank, and the proper knowledge has not 
been acquired until one knows how to make the entries, following them through 
the various channels, and realizing their significance. This knowledge is essen- 
tial in the makeup of the best clerk, no matter what position he may hold, for 
without it the bank’s business cannot be comprehended. 

Second, in mail and clearing house work. Here he will note that the rela- 
tionship existing with the various correspondents varies in character; that there 
are several kinds of banks, namely, national, state and private. The National 
Bank Act and a treatise on state and private banks should be read. 

Third, in making collections. These items, consisting principally of drafts 
and notes, are usually received from two sources, the mail teller and collection 
clerk. To much of the paper will be attached instructions, which should be care- 
fully noted, as the slightest neglect on the part of a bank employe often causes 
an annoyance that is far reaching in its effects. Here the financial standing of 
many firms and individuals will often be learned, and the memory should be a 
storehouse from which such information could be drawn at a later day. On many 
items will appear the words “no protest,” which at first would no doubt be mean- 
ingless to the new clerk, as may be the paper itself; if so, the clerk should ac- 
quaint himself with the various negotiable instruments and the laws governing 
their use. These illustrations could be continued right through the different 
branches, and the loophole for increasing knowledge would always be found open 
in every one. He should be ever ready to pick up anything pertaining to the 
different desks in the bank; by a general knowledge of all, a particular one can 
be handled with greater ability. 

Whenever a service is performed for an older clerk, who evinces an interest 
in the younger man, an open ear should be given to his advice. In this con- 
nection the junior clerk should never hesitate to help out, even if he learns noth- 
ing new. If he is willing to do what the senior clerk wishes, and do it well, the 
latter will sogn reciprocate substantially. It is well to bear in mind, however, 
that his own duties should never be slighted by a preference for another clerk’s 
work. That seemingly attractive habit of doing everybody’s work but one’s own 
is a bad one, and does much to interrupt the wheels of progress in the daily work. 

The time may come when he feels that he is not making very great strides 
towards success; he has been side-tracked ; there seems no future, and he begins 
to ponder—what is the result? He says to himself, “I ought to be getting more 
money, so-and-so did before me, and I am doing more work than he ever did.” 
Nine times out of ten he forgets that this particular clerk never did do his duty; 
he suddenly wakes up, however, and looks around to see who have gone ahead 
rapidly. In most cases the true contrast between his work and that of the more 
successful clerks is appalling. They had been doing things, extraordinary things, 
while he had been plodding along with the average, doing only ordinary things. 
And so it is; the boy who will win high honors must do what others fail to do. 
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Now if he profits by his reflections it is his making. He will have caught the 
fever with which few men are born, and get greedy for knowledge, and from 
that very moment he becomes valuable to his bank and personal success is as- 
sured. He will soon prove to his satisfaction that a man is only side-tracked 
when he so wills. The side-tracked clerk is, at best, not much more than a human 
machine. In such a case it invariably happens that the man, whether he be 
clerk, bookkeeper or teller, assumes that ‘self-satisfied air and noticeable lack of 
interest in any other work than his own. Even if such a man do his work well 
as concerns himself, his value to the institution will never command a premium. 
The clerk of the greatest value is the one who not only does his work well, but 
does it in such a manner as will stimulate others and thus operate to the mutual 
interests of the institution and its employes. To avoid this side-tracking, a 
clerk’s work should speak for itself. Its worth will nearly always be recognized. 
Nevertheless, he will probably have to encounter disappointments, as all do who 
are ambitious, yet they should be taken philosophically, for the road to success 
in all lines of endeavor is at times rough and hard to travel. Courage and deter- 
mination are the forces that will overcome. It is well to remember that the 
bank’s standard of ability and capacity often differs widely from that of the 
clerk, the former naturally judging from what the best clerk in the office would 
do under similar conditions, while the latter is apt to base his estimate upon the 
work of the overpaid man. 

The value of a clerk should increase proportionately with the length of his 
service. At the same time he is mastering the technical details of his own insti- 
tution the conditions affecting the banking business generally should not be over- 
looked. Labor and study’ go hand in hand, and the mind should be broadened 
by studying the theory of banking, general finance and political economy. 

Let perseverance be the motto of every bank clerk ; let unflinching fidelity be 
his watchword ; let the desire possess him to know all the details which will re- 
dound to the interest of his employer and himself, and, with the bank fully 
appreciating the obligation and duty which rests upon it towards those who zeal- 
ously safeguard its interests, he may then know that reward is for the deserving, 
and promotion made for merit; not by favoritism.

ENORMOUS COINAGE OF GOLD. 


Superintendent Leach of the San Francisco mint is quoted as follows as to 
the coinage of gold for February and the first few days of March: 

“The Mint has undoubtedly broken all records for gold coinage since the 
use of money began in civilization. The amount coined this month has reached 
the enormous sum of $33,113,500, an average of more than $1,000,000 a day. 
In fact, the deliveries to the superintendent from the coining department during 
the last four days averaged $1,550,000 per day. This, with the sum of $21,- 
580,000 coined in February, makes a total of $54,693,500. In weight this 
amount would make more than 110 tons, or a little more than four big car- 
loads of twenty-five tons each.” 
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GOVERNMENT CONTROL OF BANKS AND 
TRUST COMPANIES. 


Under our dual form of government in which certain powers are given the 
federal authorities and all others reserved to the states, the question of govern- 
mental control of banking and other corporations is a rather difficult and com- 
plicated one. The granting of charters to corporations has been in the main left 
to the states. Practically the only regulation of these corporations, other than 
of banks, attempted by the federal government has been under the interstate 
commerce clause of the Constitution. Previous to the passage of the National 
Bank Act, the only control of banking corporations attempted by the federal 
government was the establishment of the two United States banks. These banks 
being the fiscal agents of the government, had considerable power and influence 
over the banking and other business of the country, but this amounted in a very 
slight degree to governmental control of the banks. The great bulk of the bank- 
ing business of the country was done by private banks and those chartered under 
state laws. This resulted in a heterogeneous system of banking under laws which 
varied in the different states and the results in the main were very unsatisfac- 
tory. Where business conditions were favorable, and more especially where there 
was honest and able management, the banks were solvent and prosperous. Many 
of these old banks are still in existence and some of them are among the strong- 
est and most successful banks in the United States. Others, converted or reor- 
ganized into national banks, still occupy commanding positions of prosperity 
and confidence, especially in the older and larger cities and financial conters. 
The passage of the National Bank Act, or National Currency Act as it was first 
called, may then be considered the beginning of the federal control of banks. 
This has now been exercised for more than forty years with most satisfactory 
results, both to the government, the banks and the people who have done busi- 
ness with them. It has resulted in an excellent system of banks, honestly, ably 
and well managed. The figures in regard to the number of failures and loss to 
depositors which I give elsewhere show an unequaled record of soundness and 
safety and contrasted with the previous records of state banks and even with 
the better and stronger state banks and trust companies which have existed along- 
side of the national banks, make a strong argument in favor of national control 
of institutions of this character. The total loss in over forty years is less than 
eight-one-hundredths of one per cent of the average amount on deposit. The 
volume of experience gained during the forty years’ control of the national 
banks is probably the greatest accumulation of such experience which has ever 
been made, based, as it is, upon the control of a greater number of banks, more 
widely distributed, doing a larger volume and variety of business, and covering 
a longer period than has ever been exercised in any other country. As a matter 
of fact, other countries do not attempt so complete control or examination of 
banks as we do in the United States. The nearest approach to our national sys- 
tem is in some of our state bank departments. State banks, and especially the 
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mutual savings banks, in several states are quite closely controlled in their man- 
agement by specific statutes, and are frequently and thoroughly examined. But 
there is no other system of banks over which there has been for any such period 
so complete and thorough control through restrictive statutes, frequent exam- 
inations and reports as has been given to the national banks of the United States. 

Probably the main consideration in the passage of the currency act estab- 
lishing the system of national banks was to provide a market for the war loans 
made necessary by the war. The country, however, was glad of a chance to 
change the system of state banks under different laws in each state for a national 
system which would at least be uniform, and, above all, which would substitute a 
system of national bank note currency for the many issues of state bank notes, 
the experience with which had been so disastrous. As is well known, it was then 
expected that this bank-note currency would replace all other forms of paper 
currency in circulation. It was probably on this account that the official who was 
to have charge of the relations of the federal government and the banks was 
called Controller of the Currency instead of the Controller or Superintendent 
of National Banks, which, as events have turned, would have been a more dis- 
tinctive title. The issue of the legal tender United States notes and other forms 
in circulation and later the addition of a large volume of silver certificates to 
our paper circulation has made such a change in the situation that instead of 
furnishing all the paper currency in circulation the national bank notes have 
formed but a comparatively small part of it. 

It was mainly the granting of the privilege of note circulation which first 
attracted banks to the national system and made any national control of banks 
possible. The national banks were intended and expected to be primarily banks 
of issue and were indirectly given a monopoly of this privilege by taxing the 
issues of all other banks out of existence. Outside of their note issues, the powers 
of the national banks were quite severely restricted. They were expected to be 
banks of deposit and discount and to do, as far as possible, the local commercial 
business of their community. They were denied the power to have branches, to 
make loans on real estate or to own real estate other than their banking house, 
to loan more than ten per cent of their capital to any one person, firm or cor- 
poration, to own or deal in shares of stock, to own or make loans on their own 
shares of stock as security. Each bank was originally required to keep a mini- 
mum reserve against deposits and notes issued, but this was later amended to 
require reserve on deposits only. 

When the act was first passed, there was much question whether the advan- 
tages offered the banks were sufficient to induce them to submit to examination, 
restriction and control by the United States. Many of the early banks were 
organized, or converted from state to national as much or more from patriotic 
motives as from hopes of increased profits. The fact is the circulation has 
never been very profitable, never enough so as to induce the banks to take out 
nearly the maximum amount permissible or possible. The maximum percentage 
of possible circulation was issued in 1882 and was 81.6 per cent. This gradually 
declined to 27.54 per cent in 1892, and has since then steadily increased to 54.75 
per cent in 1903. A strong inducement to the banks in the larger cities to secure 
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national charters is the system of reserve and central reserve banks which per- 
mits a national bank in other cities to keep two-thirds of its cash reserve on de- 
posit with an approved reserve agent national bank in a reserve or central re- 
serve city, and a bank in a reserve city to keep one-half its reserve in the central 
reserve cities, St. Louis, Chicago and New York. This gives national banks in 
reserve cities an opportunity to secure large deposits from country banks which 
the state banks cannot secure because deposits with state banks are not counted 
as reserve and are also subject to the 10 per cent limit on indebtedness by any 
one firm or corporation. An additional inducement for banks to submit to fed- 
eral control is the greater confidence in which the banks under national super- 
vision and control are held by the people. This has steadily increased since the 
creation of the system as the result of the examinations and published reports, 
and that this is justified is shown by the comparative statement of the failures 
of national and state banks. From the date of the organization of the national 
system to the date of the last call for report of condition, January 22, 1904, there 
were organized 7,083 national banks. Of this number 404 became insolvent and 
1,499 have gone into voluntary liquidation, leaving 5,180 in operation on Janu- 
ary 22, 1904. The percentage of failed banks to the total organization is 5.7 
per cent; the percentage of liquidating banks is 21.2; the percentage of active 
banks is 73.1. In the statement of condition of January 22, 1904, the active 
banks show as follows:

From an estimate based on 330 insolvent national banks whose affairs have 
been finally closed, dividends amounting to 71.31 per cent have been paid on 
claims proved amounting to $101,724,840. Including in this estimate, however, 
offsets allowed, loans paid, etc., the creditors received on an average 78.55 per 
cent on their claims. This would make a loss of 21.45 per cent to the creditors, 
or $21,719,584.62. The total loss to depositors in forty-one years on deposits 
now amounting to almost three and one-half billion dollars, has been less than 
thirty million dollars. The cost of liquidation, based on the total amount col- 
lected from assets and from assessment on shareholders was $8,579,822, or 8.3 
per cent. The causes of failure have been classified as follows: 
Per cent. 
Excessive loans 
Fraudulent management and defalcation 
Injudicious banking 
General stringency and panic 
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Comparing the result of failures and liquidations among the national banks 
with the figures in regard to the failures of state banks from 1863 to 1896, as 
given in the report of the Controller of the Currency for 1896, the last date to 
which complete figures are available, it will be seen that while only 6.5 per cent 
of the number of national banks in existence failed during this time, 17.6 per 
cent of the other banks in existence failed. And while the national banks which 
had failed up to 1896 paid to their creditors 75 per cent in dividends, the state 
and other banks paid only about 45 per cent. It is extremely difficult to get accu- 
rate figures in regard to the cost of liquidation of state and other banks which 
failed, but it is certainly very much higher than the cost of liquidation of national 
banks. 


The examination of national banks are now made by a corps of seventy-seven 
examiners. The law authorizes the Controller to order an examination of a bank 
at any time he may in his discretion see fit. For several years after the establish- 
ment of the system but one examination was made each year. After a short time 
the banks in the reserve cities were examined twice in each year. During the 
administration of Mr. Eckels after the panic of 1893, this system was extended 
until each bank is now examined regularly twice each year. The reports made 
by the examiners have grown from a short statement of liabilities and resources 
until they now cover all vital points of interest in regard to the condition and 
solvency of the bank examined. These reports when received in Washington 
are gone over very carefully by a corps of trained men and letters are written 
to the banks, calling attention to and criticising the various items in the reports 
and asking for an explanation or additional information in regard to them. This 
is probably the most important work of the bureau, especially in cases where 
a bank is in a critical condition. Probably the greatest good which is done by 
the Currency Bureau is when it is discovered through the reports that a bank 
has made such losses as to involve an impairment of capital or possible insolv- 
ency. In more cases than many people are aware of, the Controller of the Cur- 
rency, with the aid of the bank examiner, is able to save a bank which, without 
intervention and assistance, would have failed. Of course it is essential to suc- 
cess in this that the matter be kept absolutely secret and it rarely becomes known 
to any one outside of the bank and the Controller’s office what has been the con- 
dition of a bank or what steps are necessary to save it. It is the experience of 
the office that where the officers of a bank are honest, truthful and make com- 
plete statements of their difficulties that in most cases additional security can 
be obtained for doubtful paper or such a contribution made by the directors or 
other stockholders that the impairment of capital or insolvency can be entirely 
removed and there are many banks in the United States to-day that have been 
saved in this way and are now not only thoroughly solvent but highly prosperous 
institutions. This system of examinations, of course, is far from perfect. The 
examiner cannot, in the time at his disposal, make such an examination as will 
always result in the detection of fraud and violations of law. If the officers of 
a bank or any of them are dishonest, being in the bank every day, they have every 
advantage over an examiner, and are very frequently able to deceive him. No 
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system of examination can supply ability or ensure honesty in bank management. 
This must be supplied by the officers and directors, and upon them the respon- 
sibility must rest. In any well managed bank the work of the examiner ought 
to be supplemented and aided by longer continued and more thorough examina- 
tions by the directors themselves or some one appointed by them independently 
of the men who regularly have charge of the funds and accounts. It is not to 
be expected that an examiner can or will detect every case of dishonesty and 
fraud, and it is rather surprising than otherwise the number of cases experienced 
and capable examiners will detect and from what slight clues the discoveries 
are often made. In addition to the two examinations in each year, each national 
bank is compelled by law to make to the Controller at least five sworn reports 
of its condition. These were first made on fixed dates, but it was found that as 
these dates were known the banks would always prepare to make their statement 
and the system now is for the Controller to call for a statement of condition as 
of some previous date and these are always made without any notice to the bank 
on dates which are not fixed by the Controller until the moment the call is made. 
A summary of the statement of condition of all banks of the country divided 
by states which is published within two or three weeks after the issuance of a 
call, gives very prompt and valuable information as to the condition of the banks 
in all parts of the United States. 


It is worthy of notice that while the national banking system has been 
steadily growing until there are now about 5,200 banks, with the great resources 
already referred to, that the tendency to increase both in number of banks, capi- 
tal and deposits is greater among the banks other than national than among the 
national banks. The following is a table from the report of the Controller of 
the Currency for the year 1903: 
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From this it will be seen that the national banks which had 67 per cent of 
the capital in 1882, had 63.9 per cent in 1892, 52.4 per cent in 1902, and 50.43 
per cent in 1903. The national bank deposits, which were 39.7 per cent of the 
whole in 1882, were 37.8 per cent in 1892, 33.2 per cent in 1902, and 32.8 in 1903. 
Some of this apparent decrease may be possibly due to more complete returns 
from the banks other than national which are now obtained, but there is no doubt 
of the fact that the tendency is for the hanks other than national banks to in- 
crease more rapidly. This is true in spite of the fact that the law of March 14, 
1900, authorizing the organization of national banks with a capital as low as 
$25,000, has resulted in the conversion of a large number of state banks in the 
country towns into national banks and the organization of a great many national 
banks to succeed private ones. Probably the principal reason for this tendency 
is the great increase in the number of trust companies which have been organized 
in great numbers during the last ten years, and especially during the last five 
years, and the rapid growth of the older ones. These companies organized under 
state laws, originally designed to provide for companies doing a strictly trust 
business, are taking advantage of the liberal character of those laws, and a very 
large portion of the new organizations are merely commercial banks having trust 
company privileges perhaps, but in reality doing comparatively little strictly 
trust company business. The laws of the different states, particularly in regard 
to the cash reserves to be held and loaning money on real estate security, are so 
liberal that organizations of this character have a great advantage over the 
national banks in inducements they can offer their customers. It is naturally 
to be supposed that any one contemplating the organization of a new bank, other 
things being equal, will be inclined to do so, under the laws which allow the 
greatest freedom of action and where his business will be subject to the least 
governmental interference and control. ‘The question of what shall be done in 
the way of control of these new trust companies is a very important one. It 
would be a great mistake for the different states to allow the national banking 
system to be broken down or seriously weakened by new organizations which are 
able to do so because they are less carefully examined and controlled by the states 
than the national banks. The national banking system has furnished most ex- 
cellent banks for doing the regular commercial banking business. It is not likely 
to be an improvement to have this replaced by any system of state banks. Much 
less is this likely to be the case if the inducement to go into the state systems is 
greater freedom from control, weaker reserves and less careful management. The 
modern trust company has been called the highest example of modern com- 
mercial organization and of many of the largest and best companies this is doubt- 
less true. The regular trust company business is a very important part of any 
financial system and calls for the highest degree of character, honor and ability. 


I quote from a recent writer on this subject and agree with all he has said 
in regard to the trust companies: 


“Trust companies are formed for the execution of the most sacred duties 
that can be imposed by man. The care of the property and welfare of the help- 
less and the dependent, the widow and the orphan, the feeble and ignorant ones, 
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who are such an easy prey for the unscrupulous, is part of their mission. ‘To 
carry out the wishes of the dead, who put faith in the company, and entrusted 
their dearest interests to it for years, in the belief that it always would be true 
and honest ; to meet the expectations of the living, who entrust their property to 
it in full confidence that it always will be faithful and capable; this demands a 
conscientiousness and thoroughness, which must always serve as a high ideal and 
inspiring stimulus to right-minded men.” 


When, however, the trust companies cease to do this character of business 
or attempt to add to it not only ordinary commercial banking, but in many cases 
underwriting and promotion of all sorts of new enterprises, the case becomes en- 
tirely different. It can hardly be said to be reasonable or proper regulation of 
the banking and trust company business to allow the organization under the 
same law of concerns who not only have the power to act as trustees in all of the 
important capacities which the writer has enumerated, but which also have the 
power if the management is so recklessly inclined to do a general commercial 
banking business with little or no cash reserve and even to underwrite as has been 
done in a recent notable instance an issue of bonds and securities several times 
in value the combined capital, surplus and deposits of the so-called trust com- 
pany. In another instance which has come under my notice, trust companies 
organized under the laws of certain states in the east engaged in the organiza- 
tion of national and other banks in the western states and attempted to pay up 
the capital of the small banks organized with certificates of deposit in the so- 
called trust company. It is true most of the older trust companies have been 
honestly, capably and splendidly managed in every respect, their officers and 
directors are men of the highest character who can safely be trusted with any 
business whether it is in the nature of a trust, commercial banking or promotion 
or underwriting. It is not such concerns as this which need control and regula- 
tions. Their business will be well and properly done any way, and probably will 
come within the terms of any law attempted to control this class of business. 
Such concerns as this need not have anything to fear from regulation and should 
not oppose the attempts which are being made to make trust companies who are 
doing a commercial business carry reasonable reserves and submit to such regu- 
lation and control as would make their business safe and afford protection, not 
only to their depositors and creditors, but to the entire country which is so vitally 
interested in the soundness of all such institutions. If there is any reason why 
a national bank should maintain reserves against commercial deposits the same 
reason will apply to commercial accounts in any other bank, whether called a 
trust company or not. A trust company with a large business in its trust depart- 
ment, if it also has a banking or savings department, owes it to its customers and 
to the public to see that the banking department is not so conducted as to, in 
the slightest degree, endanger its trusts. The very existence of those trust 
obligations should make its banking department ultra-conservative and careful 
as so many of them are. The trust company whose chief business is in its bank- 
ing and savings department, and is carefully and conservatively managed, is more 
interested than any one else that reckless and incompetent, not to say dishonest 
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men, shall not be given similar characters under laws which are so liberal as to 
permit them to run competing banks without proper reserves and all the safe- 
guards which experience in all countries has shown to be necessary in conduct- 
ing the banking business. Frederick D. Kilburn, Superintendent of the New 
York State Banking Department, says in regard to reserves in trust companies 
for New York: 

“After mature consideration of the subject and a study of the existing con- 
ditions, I am of the opinion that the whole matter should be regulated by statute. 
Before this is attempted, however, the banks and the trust companies should 
agree upon the provisions of any proposed legislation in this direction. All feel- 
ings of spite and selfishness, if any exist, should be forgotten. The interests of 
any particular institution, except as it may be in harmony with the interests 
of all, should not be considered. The law should be general in terms, and, if 
any class of deposits are exempted from its operation, sound reasons should be 
given for the exemption. 

“T am well aware that many trust company officials, and some bank officials, 
will not agree with my view. Some think, and perhaps not without reason, that 
they are able safely and conservatively to conduct the affairs of their institutions 
without interference of this or any other kind; but others will some time take 
their places, and then perhaps a less experienced and less conservative manage- 
ment will be in control. The whole matter should be adjusted with exclusive re- 
gard for the needs of the situation, and with the sole purpose of conserving the 
interests of all concerned. In the meantime, it should be remembered that trust 
companies and banks alike are in the main founded upon the same general prin- 
ciples, and are dependent to the same degree upon public confidence for success.” 


Tn his annual report for 1904, Mr. Kilburn also says: 


“The right of domestic trust companies to hold stocks in private corpora- 
tions might wisely be differently defined, their right to engage in underwriting 
schemes unqualifiedly denied, and the obligation imposed upon them to carry a 
legal reserve. As a part of this latter proposition I am confident that it would 
be advisable to require also that these institutions and the state banks in New 
York make weekly reports similar in scope to those submitted by the clearing 
house banks and the non-member banks to the Clearing House Association.” 


Whatever regulation or control there is to be of the trust companies must 
come, for the present at least, from the state governments. Federal control of 
the national banks has been so satisfactory and successful that there is some 
desire expressed for federal control of other banks and trust companies. There 
has not been, however, so far as I know, any practical suggestion made by which 
these institutions can be forced or persuaded to submit to federal control, espe- 
cially if it is to be more severe than that now exercised by the states, Federal 
control, therefore, does not seem to me to be a present practical question. 

Do not misunderstand this as in any degree an attack on the trust com- 
panies or as unjust criticism of them by a partizan of national banks. The 
trust companies can have no better friend than I am. I believe in them thor- 
oughly ; I recognize the great value of their past services and their possibilities 
for good in the development of our country in the future. There is abundant 
field and scope for both the national banks and trust companies, but they should 
work in harmony, aiding and supplementing each other. I speak in the inter- 
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ests of both, and in advocating more careful control and conservative manage- 
ment. I do so in the interest of the many splendid banks of both kinds whose 
able, honest, conservative management, or without restrictive laws, is entitled 
to the protection which only such laws can give them against not only the com- 
petition but the danger to their institutions and the whole country which may 
come from institutions whose management is in less honest or less able hands. 
Address of Hon. William Barret Ridgely, Controller of the Currency, be- 
fore the American Academy of Political and Social Science, April 8, 1904. 


POSITION OF NATIONAL TREASURY. 


The Treasury surplus of receipts over expenditures for the month of March 
will be not far from $3,000,000. This brings the total for the nine months of 
the fiscal year up to between $7,000,000 and $8,000,000, which is interpreted by 
the experts to mean that Secretary Shaw’s forecast of a surplus of $14,000,000 
for the entire fiscal year will be justified, as there is no reason to look for any 
collapse in the revenues. 

Since the forecast was made, the Panama matter, then in an inchoate stage, 
has come to a head, and the prospect is that $50,000,000, which could not be 
ineluded in the estimate of expenses, will have to be paid within a few weeks 
at the utmost. The unforeseen increase of pensions is now figured at $4,000,000 
before July 1st, and the St. Louis World’s Fair appropriation—although a con- 
siderable fraction, if not all, of this must return to the Treasury next year—is 
another addition of $4,500,000, which could not be reckoned with when the 
forecast was made. These adverse factors must not, of course, be considered 
in the final showing, any more than they were in the estimates. 

One year ago the excess of receipts over expenditures had reached, for the 
nine months ending March 31st, nearly $34,000,000. When Secretary Shaw 
made his estimates for the current fiscal year he calculated upon a drop of 
$30,000,000 in customs revenues. Instead of that, the drop was only about 
$19,500,000 up to January 1st, and has amounted to very little since. If the 
present returns from customs keep up even fairly well—and there is no reason 
to suppose they will not—there ought to be enough receipts between now and 
the end of the fiscal year to satisfy the secretary’s forecast of a $14,000,000 
surplus over all the expenditures he could see on the horizon when he made his 
estimates, and some $7,000,000 to boot. Assuming that Congress will not in 
the few remaining days of the session, and with an eye to the campaign, vote 
any immediately available appropriation of extraordinary size, the whole of the 
pension increase and two-thirds of the World’s Fair loan ought to be wiped out 
by the mere unexpected surplus. 
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REAL ESTATE AS NATIONAL BANK 
COLLATERAL. 


For many years there has been more or less pressure upon Congress to 
amend the National Bank Act and permit institutions operating under that 
system to loan on real estate. Such pressure has, of course, come mainly from 
institutions in rural communities, especially those in the south and west. Gen- 
erally the demand for this legislation has been lacking in concerted effort, and 
the result has been the death in committee of the various bills introduced. 
During the present session several measures authorizing national banks to loan 
on real estate have been presented, and one by Congressman Lewis has been 
favorably rported by the Banking and Currency Committee. The strength now 
shown by the advocates of this radical bill is a direct result of the Act of March 
14, 1900, which provided for the organization of national banks with a capital 
of $25,000 in towns of not more than 3,000 inhabitants, and the reduction of 
the tax on circulation. In the smaller communities the word “national” carries 
much weight, and the circulation privilege is also an incentive to the establish- 
ment of national banks. The result of the provisions of the Act of March 14th, 
therefore, gave an impetus to the organization of new banks under a national 
title, and also resulted in a rush to convert state and private banks. The change 
from state and private to national was not without its drawbacks, however. 
State and private banks which had furnished the banking facilities for rural 
parts found a profitable business in loaning on real estate, and when they 
changed to a national institution they were loath to give up the privilege. There- 
fore, they have been urging Congress to modify that national banking law so 
as to enable them to resume their mortgage business. 

The report on the Lewis bill was drawn up by the author, and indicates an 
imperfect knowledge of the subject, besides the lack of a keen appreciation of 
the proper functions of commercial banking. He makes several statements that 
will by no means receive general assent, being unwarranted by facts or experi- 
ence. Mr. Lewis says in part: 

“Forty years ago, when the present system of banking was installed, with 
the prohibition that banks could not make loans on real estate, it was done on 
the theory that in times of depression banks could not promptly realize on that 
class of security, but there has come a great change since that time. The real 
estate of the country has been Jargely settled by great cities, towns and villages ; 
large farming interests have grown and extended, all of which has largely 
increased the domestic, commercial and real value of real estate.” 

While it is true that real estate values have largely increased in many parts 
of the country during the past forty years, that does not prove that in a time 
of depression banks can realize any more promptly on real estate loans than 
before. And it is in times of depression when people have occasion to use their 
resources as well as banks, and when real estate values are the most difficult to 
maintain and property hardest to dispose of at advantage. In this connection 
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the committee report makes the statement that “all state banks are permitted 
to make loans on real estate, and most, if not all states, permit their banks to 
loan any part or all of their capital and surplus on real estate, and the record 
of state banks failing from this cause are exceedingly rare.” Statistics do not 
prove this argument correct, but even if they did, the comparison between state 
and national banks is invidious. There is a sharp distinction, and on this hangs 
the argument of the opposition. Commercial banks, unlike state and private 
banks, must pay out their funds on demand. Their deposits are demand deposits, 
and not subject to notice. It is thus plainly evident that any law allowing 
loans by commercial banks on collateral which cannot at once be converted, is 
a source of weakness, and a prolific cause of failures. Resources of commercial 
institutions must be at instant command. 

Despite the restrictions of the National Bank Act, in no less than thirty- 
five instances loans on real estate have been one of the principal causes leading 
to the failure of national banks, while in many other cases they have been a 
main contributory cause. During such a panic as occurred in 1893, would come 
the test of a law as proposed in the Lewis bill, and there is no need to speculate 
as to what would happen during such a period if national banks were allowed 
to loan on mortgages. An idea can be formed by a study of the bank failures 
during 1893. There were sixty-seven failures of national banks; during that 
period, against 261 failures of banks who were not subject to restrictions con- 
cerning loans on real estate. The Comptroller’s returns for 1893 showed 3,807 
national banks and 5,685 other banks, indicating a much smaller proportion of 
failures among national institutions than among state and private banks. In 
1894 there were 23 failures among national banks and 71 among other banks; 
in 1895, 33 failures among national banks and 115 among others. 

While information as to the causes of failure are lacking in many instances, 
it is doubtful whether the causes if known would justify the Banking Committee 
in saying that “a note secured by a mortgage on real estate can be foreclosed 
as promptly as any other, and is made negotiable and money can be realized on 
it the same and as promptly as in the case of other notes, bonds or stocks. We 
consider a loan on real estate made under the provisions of this bill would class 
up in soundness and’ stability with any first-class loan on commercial or per- 
sonal security, therefore let us remove the ban that has long existed against 
the landed interests of the country which are the bed-rock foundation of this 
great American nation.” 


The document secured by a real estate mortgage is a bond for payment 
rather than a note, and actual collection can only be made by foreclosure pro- 
ceedings. It is true that it is a negotiable instrument and may be sold, but it 
is far from certain that a purchaser can always be found to whom the instru- 
ment can be disposed without great loss. Mr. Lewis further says: 


“The agricultural interests of the United States are of great importance. 
They are largely feeding and clothing the world; they are largely the cause of 
our wonderfully expanding exports, and the prime factor in maintaining the 
trade balance in our favor. They are likewise the prime factor in paying off 
the debts of the country, while they maintain our large stocks of gold and its 
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standard. The enactment of this bill into law will make the National Banking 
system more popular and certainly more useful in sections where now it is 
practically useless. A national bank cannot be of use and serve the wants of 
the large agricultural sections, because under the present law it cannot properly 
serve and promote such interests. However, when this restriction or barrier is 
removed, then national banks will be useful in all sections, and will promote 
and enhance the value and prosperity of the great landed interests of the entire 
country.” 

This paragraph indicates that it is the purpose of the Lewis bill to make 
the national banks occupy the place in the agricultural community that ought 
to be filled by banking institutions of an entirely different character. Small 
banks weaken the national system, and were these permitted to loan on real 
estate, thus tying up their funds in collateral that is always likely to one 
unnegotiable, they would be a menace. 

It was not a “theory” with the framers of the National Bank Act to pro- 
hibit loans on real estate. It was a principle which has become established by 
experience and was accepted as essential to sound banking. Until now experi- 
ence does not show that that principle has become invalid or impaired, and, 
therefore, every effort should be made to prevent the passage of such a bill as 
presented by Mr. Lewis. It is not essential for commercial banks to do a mort- 
gage business, and to permit them to do it would only create a weak link in 
the national system. 
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AMERICAN CURRENCY IN CANADA. 


Advices from St. John, New Brunswick, state that the clearing-house 
directors have decided to accept American currency at face value in all the city 
banks. Heretofore one-fourth of 1 per cent discount has been charged. A 
bank manager, speaking of the new rule, said that the reason was that American 
money was supplanting Canadian currency here and limiting the circulation 
of Canadian notes. A great deal comes across the Maine border and finds its 
way into St. John. As a discount was charged at the banks, merchants used 
the American money to pay their help and thus its circulation was aided. Now 
the banks propose to accept it at face value and will promptly ship it to the 
United States. 


Since the United States of Colombia has adopted the gold peso as the 
measure oi value in that country, which is the equivalent of the United States 
dollar, the demand for the United States currency has been very great. Nearly 
all the business of the country is now transacted in United States money and 
this constant and increasing demand may account for several of the recent 
exportations of gold made from New York to South America, the country mak- 
ing the importations being kept secret.

A man came into the bank with tears in his eyes. His only son was sick 
unto death in a distant state among strangers. He must go to him and at once. 
And he had no money. Would the bank lend him the money to go? Perhaps 
he would have to bring the dead body of his son back home to be buried. He was 
a poor man, he said; he had nothing, but he would pay! Would the bank loan 
him the money? 

The officer kindly spoke of the bank’s rules requiring security, and asked 
what or whom he could give. The answer came quick, with a faint note of anger 
mingled with the sorrow, that he had nothing to give and no personal security. 
The case was so urgent he must make his preparations. He must have the money 
indeed at once. Time was precious, the first train must be taken. Even then 
the boy might die ere the father could arrive. Would the bank, under the cir- 
cumstances, loan him the money, and at once? 

Reluctantly, and with the kindest manner, the officer said, “No!” The man 
looked for a moment at the speaker, pain, anger and even horrer mingled to- 
gether in his countenance, turned on his heel and left the bank. 

In a short time he came back with a patron of the bank who was willing 
to become an accommodation security for the sum, and the loan was readily 
granted. The applicant said not a word. He took the money and departed 
immediately, as was learned, on his sad errand. His son recovered. He returned 
home, conscious of having done his duty, his heart gladdened by the thought that 
his dear boy was returning fast to complete health. But he never forgave the 
bank. It was known that he spoke of it afterward as one of the most hard. 
hearted acts he had ever known. He probably blamed the bank to his own dying 
hour. He felt that a great wrong had been done. 

Did the banker do wrong? No! 

The facts were, and they were well known to the banker, the man, while 
honest, was not good for the sum asked. Not only that, but he was not’one of 
the men who at the age of sixty push out at any cost and by hard work pay a 
necessity debt of this sort. The officer would have been recreant to his duty to 
the bank if he had made the loan without security. He was not the author of 
the urgent circumstances under which the loan was asked, and he could not take 
note of them and serve the stockholders of the institution properly. Every 
country banker knows how often he could supply the funds for a funeral if he 
would. He knows how often he could loan monies on the prospects of return- 
ing health. But, alas, it is a fact that no man has a lease on health or life. 
It is a further fact that not all live, healthy men are capable of making a living 
and paying their debts. 

The bank is not a charitable institution. 

One of the first requisites of a good banker, as the books and experiences 
of all men will affirm, is the power to say “no.” The calls for charity at the

bank are incessant. Persons think because there is money in the bank vaults at 
all times that the bank has the power at all times to give. They do not stop 
to think the money is in the bank vault in trust for others. It is there! The 
power to give is abundant. The bank should give freely. If the officer says 
“no,” he is hard-hearted and the corporation is soulless! 

In the organization of the bank scheme there is no place for charity. Men 
may give of their individual means, but the men in the bank have no original 
right to say that a charity shall be aided by giving the funds of an institution, 
the stockholders of which may live in another state. 

The proposition is an entirely different one from the giving of public 
subscriptions in aid of public enterprises. Charity proceeds from the heart. In 
this sense the bank has no heart. The principle it lives and works on is exact 
justice to all. It has no charity to dispense. It cannot feel the needs of mis- 
fortune. It can only fulfill the letter of its existence. This law of existence is to 
return to the depositor his money on demand, to loan to the customer in pro- 
portion to his rights under the laws of general business, and in a way that will 
insure the return of the funds loaned. The stability of the bank must be main- 
tained in order that the charities of the private individual may prevail. If there 
is no money in the bank vault there is not apt to be ability on the part of the 
community to sustain charities. 

When the question is enlarged from the individual to the public the im- 
portance to the bank in keeping hands off every form of charity is more apparent. 
The bank is the custodian not only of the funds of the individual out of which 
may come his charities, but it is the guardian of the trust funds of the people. 
The sums which the people, out of their toil and savings, set aside for the 
maintenance of a hospital or any of the organized charities belonging either to 
the state or to a chartered management, are to be taken care of by the bank. 
It has no right, therefore, to give out of its earnings save in the most meager 
way, for its first law of stability prevents it. The bank, in a word, has no moral 
right to be liberal. 

In a country bank the forms in which charity makes its appeal are protean. 
Regularly, in the territory adjoining the town, when a new church of any de- 
nomination is to be built, the bank is always given an opportunity to contribute. 
It is announced that there are many patrons of the bank in that particular 
neighborhood, and all of them will appreciate the favors of a donation. In fact, 
it would be good policy to give. If another bank has given, the fact is men- 
tioned as an additional inducement. The solicitor usually knows what reasons 
to advance; and the most of them do not hesitate. 

The county fairs and the neighborhood fairs must be helped in much the 
same way. Charity here, however, is mingled with business. The fair will be a 
good thing for the town, though possibly it may be held miles away, and be the 
cause of a great expense to the people, and very little enjoyment. Of course the 
bank will give something; a refusal would be unheard of. All the merchants 
are giving. True, there is nothing in it directly to the bank, but in the long run 
what builds up the county builds up the town. The bank has nothing to sell, 


but of course it has plenty to give; its coffers are groaning with the very money, 
Vou, XXVII—No. 4—4. 
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which, from time immemorial, has been necessary to make country and neigh- 
borhood fairs go. 

If there is a subscription paper being circulated for any purpose, it never 
misses the bank. It may be a pauper is to be shipped off to another county (the 
cause is not to be examined into too closely), the bank must give. Sometimes 
a poor afflicted waif of humanity is trying to get io friends out west or back 
east, and the city authorities, having long ago exhausted the funds for such 
purposes provided, start out to raise a sum by popular subscription. None of 
them ever miss the bank. Lodges. who expect to entertain their brethren for a 
few days and are too weak, financially, as a society, to handle the matter, always 
carry around a paper and never slight the bank. Even the professional beggar 
who makes his regular trips along the railroad, walking or riding, as the case 
may be, walks boldly to the teller’s window and asks for his small coin. 

The monotonous iteration grows irksome. The merchant may sometimes 
escape, the bank never. It is the legitimate prey of the charity hunter. If it 
refuse positively, at any time, to give, there is a whisper that it has done itself 
a great and grave harm. This whisper is heard from the lips of the best of 
men. It is hushed on the lip, but it is none the less a covert threat. And it is 
the spirit, which, when grown bolder and more independent, results in the boy- 
cott. For the charity hunter is after game, and the bigger game the better he 
likes it. He will have great prowess as a hunter! 

Now it is necessary to give. The bank cannot and should not always refuse. 
But in proportion to the officer’s ability to discriminate is his ability to say no 
on other occasions. 

This question of the feelings of the officer and the lack of sympathy on the 
part of the bank leads to matters of more moment. It would often be pleasant 
to the official if he could extend the time of a note because the maker has had 
bad luck which no man could foresee or guard against. The elements in their 
mad rage may have destroyed his crop. The floods may have descended and 
washed his house away. The winds may have made havoc with his brick store 
building, strewing his goods to the four points of the compass, but the officer 
must proceed to collect his money, if he can. Only by this process is the com- 
munity able to take up the cause and by concerted effort give of their substance 
to overcome misfortune. Sickness sometimes excites the sympathies of the 
banker, but he is forbidden to respond to his feelings out of the funds of the 
bank. It is out of the question for the careful banker to give as his own feelings 
prompt. He would be recreant to his trust were he to do so. But the balancing 
of his feelings against his judgment, this is the nice point for him to consider. 
Here it may be said that the tender-hearted man, the weak and vacillating man, 
the yielding man, has no place in a bank. It may be very hard to determine, 
sometimes, how much the latitude granted is based on business principles and 
how much of it is an insensible yielding to a feeling of commiseration for the 
man. 

It is a good rule to brush aside the considerations of conditions when they 
are such as to appeal to the heart. It seems a hard thing to say. Yet it must 
be done in order that the man may first reason clearly on the final outcome. 
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The granting of an extension of time, for instance, once jt is determined the 
bank is safe, once it is determined that the bank is able within itself to wait 
without inconvenience, may be granted with impunity. But if the extension is 
granted on the feelings of the human sympathizer first, then the banker may 
not be so able to see the end of the proposition, may not be able to think clearly, 
or may let his wish subdue his will. 

Charities are not all worthy. The considerate banker has here his duty to 
perform along with other men of the community. It is a study, in these days 
of overcrowding and of the failures in life incident to business conditions born 
of ruthless progress, it is a study how to bestow even charity worthily. And 
this will develop the idea at the very outset that the mere giving of money is 
properly the least part of charity. It is the work, not the money, which tells. 


The bank by its nature cannot follow the money to its destiny either by 
organized or unorganized charity. It cannot feel while it is giving. It cannot 
work for the amelioration of suffering. It cannot therefore give intelli- 
gently. All it can do is to hand out a block sum of money 
under the jurisdiction of an officer who by his duties is prevented from taking 
part in the deliberations incident to its bestowal and use. Therefore, theoret- 
ically, the bank has no right or power to give. Its giving is merely the act with- 
out the heart. 

And this is the perfunctory giving which is always and everywhere con- 
demned. ‘ 

Again, the bank through its officers cannot give to one charity which may 
have a religious tinge without giving to all on the same basis. The manager 
of the bank, though he have much latitude in this matter, must remember that 
he has a diverse body of stockholders. Some of them would be loth to see the 
funds of the institution with which they are connected given to a certain denomi- 
nation which is in their eyes heretical. They would for the same reason dislike 
to see the funds of the bank go into a channel where in their judgment it would 
merely increase improvidence. So that it becomes, in cases of this kind, impos- 
sible for the Cashier to give. He will not only put the bank in an attitude 
before the community which will do it harm, but he will create dissensions among 
the stockholders and directors. His only safe plan is to refrain. 


But while all these things are true and are to be remembered, it is by no 
means the province of this article to show that the bank should never give. On 
the contrary, as in the matter of public contributions to public movements of 
good to the community at large, the bank has a duty with others. 

It is one of the business enterprises of the place. It must bear its burden 
with the rest. There are on broad lines certain requests in the nature of chari- 
ties which must be responded to. The community would be recreant to the 
sentiment of humanity if it did not under certain needs give for the amelioration 
of conditions of suffering and in the face of great public calamities. 

An instance in point would be the contribution by the city as a city to the 
relief of some terrible visitation in another state or country. The civic pride is 
at stake. It may even be a near-by town that has been devastated by flood or 
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cyclone. Jn such a case when the community is acting as a unit, the bank, with 
other business organisms, must do its part. And it should be done with a good 
will. Be it said to the credit of banks everywhere that they are ever ready under 
such conditions to do their share and have a fine record in this regard.- 

It is, however, not incumbent on the bank to give in greater abundance than 
other integral factors of the local business world. It is but one of the many 
corporations and partnerships which will contribute. Its stockholders will, of 
course, have on them individual calls as business men. The bank should remem- 
ber this. It should not be lavish, it should not be even liberal, merely just. It 
should note the sum to be raised and the capacity of the business units in average 
wealth and numbers to give and it should be governed accordingly. It should 
give not in order to shine, neither in order to further its business by creating a 
sentiment among the people of admiration, but simply on the broad basis of 
co-operative helpfulness, and because it wishes to do its part, with the rest, in a 


good cause.

ACTION OF THE PARIS BOURSE. 


After the declaration of war between Russia and Japan, the Paris Bourse 
made a curious and interesting experiment which, upon casual notice, might 


appear a wise one. French financial interests are closely identified with Russia, 
and after the sharp reaction on the Bourse as a result of the beginning of hostili- 
ties in the Far East, fears were entertained that a distressing panic might ensue 
if the French public realized the seriousness of the struggle Russia had entered 
upon, and the possibility of an involving of European nations. To guard against 
such a contingency as much as possible, the members of what is known as the 
Official Bourse sought to prevent speculative sales. They arranged that orders 
to sell should be delayed wherever practicable, and not effected at all unless the 
numbers of the bonds to be sold were declared or the actual certificates pro- 
duced. This measure was, of course, effectual in preventing short sales so far 
as the Official Bourse was concerned. In fact, it entirely prevented speculative 
operations, because members of the coulisse or outside market knew that they 
would be unable to undo in the Official Bourse any business they might enter 
into. Hitherto dealings in rentes in the outside market have been tolerated, 
the orders being transmitted for execution to the licensed brokers. Upon the 
recent scare, however, the Official Bourse declined to receive orders through the 
firms on the coulisse and have even raised every difficulty in carrying out those 
given by such firms personally. Naturally this action of the Official Bourse, 
not being generally understood, caused alarm and created enough uncertainty 
to be dangerous. The Official Bourse in time recognized the state of feeling it 
had created by an unintelligible restriction, and voted to have it removed. 

It is natural that the members of the Official Bourse should have been appre- 
hensive. They, like the entire French public, were sanguine of a peaceful settle- 
ment in the Far East until war was actually begun, and thus were in no wise 
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prepared for the sudden breaking off of peaceful negotiations. The fears of a 
panic were enhanced when in the first naval engagement, Russia suffered a 
serious defeat. The principle is tacitly adopted by the Government and the 

Official Bourse who appeal to the Minister of Finance for advice, that it is part 
of their duty to defend the prices of rentes in the interest of the national credit. 

In 1898, on the day of the arrival of the Czar in Paris, because quotations for 
rentes declined a few centimes on the coulisse below the price on the official 
market, the Minister of Finance denounced the free market and accused sellers of 
unpatriotic manoeuvres. The consequence of this was an outcry against the 
coulisse and the adoption of measures to restrict its operations. As some pre- 
ventive action by authority seemed essential recently to prevent panic, the mem- 
bers of the Official Bourse declined to receive orders through firms in the free 
market, which simply means that it effectually hindered operations in that 
market. 

It may be doubted whether the course pursued regarding short sales was 
one to reassure the public and prevent ultimately a disastrous fall. It was 
natural upon the beginning of the war between Russia and Japan that the 
French public should be uneasy, but a feeling of this character would rather be 
intensified than palliated were it known that financial leaders experienced the 
same alarm. At any rate, there seems to have been no necessity for drastic 
action. It is well known that while “hear” selling does bring about a more 
immediate fall in prices than would occur without, in the end these sales are 
a support to the market. The “bears” sell with the express intention of buying 
back at a profit, and when their methods have caused enough uneasiness to make 
the public throw away its stock, they begin to buy on the scale down, and serve 
in a considerable measure to check the decline. The action of the Paris Bourse 
simply held up the market for the time being, but made no provision for checking 
a flood of legitimate selling should the public become seriously alarmed. 
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DECREASE IN NATIONAL DEBT.

The monthly statement of the public debt shows that at the close of busi- 
ness, March 31, 1904, the debt, less cash in the Treasury, amounted to $915,- 
422,101, a decrease for the month of $2,612,533. The debt is recapitulated 
as follows: Interest bearing, $895,156,740; debt on which interest has ceased 
since maturity, $2,670,510; debt bearing no interest, $392,294,486; total, 
$1,290,122,096 ; this amount, however, does not include $955,117,869 in certifi- 
cate and treasury notes outstanding, which are offset by an equal amount of cash 
on hand held for their redemption. The cash in the Treasury is classified as 
follows: Gold reserve fund, $150,000,000; trust funds, $936,806,569; general 
fund, $144,983,607.; in national bank depositories, $162,058,353; in Philippine 
treasury, $5,162,945; total, $1,399,011,475, against which there are demand 
liabilities outstanding amounting to $1,024,311,479, leaving a cash balance in 
the Treasury amounting to $374,699,995. 
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MICHIGAN BANK LAW POINTS. 


Attorney General Blair of Michigan 
has given an opinion on questions put to 
him, and this opinion has been embodied 
in the annual report of the State Bank 
Commissioner. The questions were as fol- 
lows: 

First—How much money may the di- 
rectors of a bank loan to any person or 
company, or corporation, or firm, by a 
two-thirds vote of its board of directors? 

Second—How much money may any 
bank loan on any one line of commercial 
paper? 

Third—May a bank increase the first 
named line by the bond or personal in- 
dorsement of the officers or directors of 
a firm, company or corporation, or by the 
assignment of value as collateral? 

The above questions are answered by 
the Attorney General as follows: 

First—In my opinion, the amount 
which the directors of a bank should be 
authorized to loan to any person, or com- 
pany, or corporation, or firm, by a two- 
thirds vote of its board of directors 
should not exceed one-fifth of the capital 
and surplus of the bank, and it should be 
immaterial whether such loan was secured 
or unsecured, excepting, of course, loans 
on real estate or other collateral securi- 
ties authorized by the general banking 
laws. 


Second—The same rule would apply to 
any one line of commercial paper that 
would apply to any one person, company, 
firm, or corporation. 

Third—In my opinion it is immaterial 
whether such loan is secured by the bond 
or personal indorsement of the officers or 
directors of the firm, company, or cor- 
poration, or by the assignment of value 
as collateral, except where such loan is 
made upon real estate or other collateral 
securities recognized by the general bank- 
ing law. In this connection I call your 
attention to the rule laid down in the 
American and English Encyclopedia of 
Law, volume 21, second edition, page 382, 
to the effect that “Drafts may be bona 
fide bills of exchange drawn upon actual 
existing values within the meaning of 
the statute, though not accompanied by 
specific bills of lading in each case. It is 
sufficient if they are drawn against prop- 
erty previously consigned and existing 
either in its original form or in the shape 
of proceeds of sales in the hands of the 
consignees.” This rule, of course, applies 
to the Federal statute. The State and 
Federal statutes being identical in this 
particular, unquestionably the same rule 
would apply to a bank organized under 
the general banking laws of this State. 


CANADIAN BANK EXPANSION. 


The Canadian bank returns at-the close 
of .1903 show a remarkable expansion 
since the close of 1901. The combined 
capital has increased nearly $11,000,000, 
or 17 per cent; the reserve fund $13,200,- 
000, or 35 per cent; circulation, $8,100,- 
000, or 15 per cent; and deposits, $67,- 
000,000, or 18 per cent. The aggregate 
increase in resources during the past 
two years is $100,000,000, which must be 
regarded as a truly remarkable showing 
when it is considered that the develop- 
ment of Canada commercially has been 
slower in every respect than that of the 
United States. Despite the handicap of 
being domiciled in a country whose re- 
sources are limited and whose industries 
are scattered, banking in Canada has, 
nevertheless, been conducted on an ex- 
tremely profitable basis, as is evident 
from the fact that while the combined 
capital of these institutions has increased 
only 26 per cent in ten years, the reserve 
fund has increased 91 per cent. 











COMMUNITY OF INTEREST PLANS. 


The decision of the Supreme Court in 
the Northern Securities case has been 
handed down, and is, aS was generally 
expected, unfavorable to the company. It 
was by a very narrow margin, however. 
Really four judges upheld the contention 
of the Government, and four the legality 
of the merger, with one justice standing 
between. This was Justice Brewer. 
While he got in touch with the majority 
his line of argument was entirely differ- 
ent, and permitted a judgment only be- 
cause he held with them that the particu- 
lar arrangement by which the control of 
the two companies was merged in a sin- 
gle corporation was against the letter 
and spirit of the Congressional statute, 
and was therefore forbidden. In many 
of the other theories of Judge Harlan he 
took exception, thus leaving the case to 
all intents and purposes an authority for 
only combinations similar in every re- 
spect to the Securities Company.. One 
principal point made by Justice Brewer 
was that in his opinion individuals had 
the right to purchase as much stock in 
competing roads as they might desire. 
This position he took squarely, and leads 
to the inference that he believed the 
“community of interest” idea could not be 
successfully attacked. He also affirmed 
that the “general language of the act 
(the Anti-Trust statute) is limited by the 
power which the individual has to manage 
his own property and to determine the 
place and manner of its investment. 
Freedom of action in these respects is 
among the inalienable rights of every 
citizen. If, applying this to the present 
case, it appeared that Mr. Hill was the 
owner of a majority of the stock in the 
Great Northern Railway Company, he 
could not by any act of Congress be de- 
prived of the right of investing his sur- 
plus means in the purchase of stock of 
the Northern Pacific Company, although 
such purchase might tend to vest in him 
through that ownership a .control over 
both companies. In other words, the 
right which all other citizens had of 
purchasing Northern Pacific stock could 
not be denied to him by Congress be- 
cause of his ownership of stock in the 
Great Northern Company.” 


The lack of unanimity on the part of 
the Court, and the strong dissenting opin- 
ion of the minority, played an important 
part in reassuring the financial commu- 
nity. ‘A more harmonious verdict would 
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have indicated the “community of in- 
terest” principle vulnerable; but with the 
Court divided as it was, ways can un- 
doubtedly be devised to make it feasible. 
It was the future course of the adminis- 
tration against combinations and mergers 
that caused most apprehension, but it 
does not appear probable that any radical 
course of opposition will be pursued by 
the Government. 


The directors of the Northern Securi- 
ties Company agreed upon a plan for the 
dissolution of the corporation soon after 
the decision was made known in con- 
formity with its provisions. The plan is 
to distribute pro rata all assets of the 
company. The distribution is to be made 
upon approximately the same basis as 
that on which the Northern Pacific and 
the Great Northern stocks were originally 
exchanged for the Northern Securities 
stock; that is, 115 for Northern Pacific 
and 100 for Great Northern. 


Preparatory to the distribution of the 
capital of the Northern Securities Com- 
pany will be reduced by 99 per cent, or 
from 3,954,400 to 39,544 shares, and this 
99 per cent will be called in for surren- 
der and cancellation. For each share of 
Northern Securities stock surrendered 
there will be given $39.27 of Northern 
Pacific stock and $30.17 of Great North- 
ern. The assets that remain in the treas- 
ury will consist of stocks and property 
not involved in the suit, and valued con- 
servatively at $3,954,000, which will be 
the proposed capital of the Securities 
Company hereafter. 


Shortly .after the merger decision there 
was a violent rise in the price of Union 
Pacific stock, and enormous amounts 
were dealt in. The supposition was that 
a hitch had come in the negotiations for 
a settlement of the Northern Securities’ 
assets between the Hill-Morgan faction 
and the Harriman party. Such rumors 
were not authenticated, although there is 
some probability that the Hill-Morgan 
people did get a substantial representa- 
tion in Union Pacific. Under the terms 
of the dissolution plan the Union Pacific 
Company will receive for its $82,491,871 
par value of Northern Securities stock, 
$32,394,557 of the outstanding stock of 
the Northern Pacific stock, and $24,888,- 
000 of the Great Northern. These hold- 
ings will give the Union Pacific a substan- 
tial representation in the boards of di- 
rectors of the two northern roads, and in 
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the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy, which 
is controlled by them jointly. 

While opinion of the decision varies, 
it is generally conceded that the event- 
ual settlement of the question by the 
Supreme Court has been beneficial. There 
is now some guiding line to future com- 
binations and mergers. The Northern 
Securities Company has evoked hostility 
from its inception and has been a menace 
to stable conditions in the securities mar- 
ket. The good effect of the decision was 
noticeable in the speculative market, 
where an upward movement has been in 
progress ever since it was handed down. 


BANKS OF MICHIGAN. 

In his annual report to the Governor, 
Bank Commissioner Moore, of Michigan, 
states that at the close of the year there 
were 243 State banks, four trust compa- 
nies and one society for savings under 
his supervision. Twenty-one State banks 
were organized during the year. The 
State Bank of Norway and the State 
Bank of Ontonagon were, by a vote of 
their stockholders, converted into national 
banks during the year. 

The following banks increased their 
capital stock during the year: Michigan 
Savings Bank, Detroit, from $150,00u to 
$200,000; Plymouth United Savings Bank, 
Plymouth, from $50,000 to $75,000; First 
State Bank, Petoskey, from $40,000 to 
$50,000; Traverse City State Bank, Tra- 
verse City, from $100,000 to $200,000; 
First State Savings Bank, Evart, from 
$15,000 to $26,000; Eaton County Savings 
Bank, Charlotte, from $25,000 to $50,000. 
This constitutes an increase in banking 
capital of $271,000. Deducting from this 
amount the $65,000 decrease caused by 
the conversion of State institutions into 
National banks, and adding to the differ- 
ence the $621,000 of additional banking 
capital by the organization of State banks, 
we have a net increase of $827,000 during 
the year under report. 

Since the organization of the Banking 
Department in 1899 the increase and 
growth of. the business has been very 
great. Loans show an increase of $111,- 
221,376.62, and deposits $122,596,327.52. 
The capital stock has increased from $5,- 
519,425 to $15,919,551. 21. 

During 1903 the dividends paid by the 
242 State banks and four trust compa- 
nies on capital aggregating $14,842,470 
was an average of 9 per cent. On the 
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capital and surplus aggregating $19,802,- 
363.17 the dividend averaged 6.7 per 
cent. 

The reports to the Commissioner by 
receivers of defunct State banks show 
the following balances to be in the hands 
of such receivers at the close of the year: 
People’s Savings Bank, Lansing, $25.61; 
City Savings Bank, Detroit, $994,886.17; 
Tawas State Savings Bank, East Tawas, 
$7.53; People’s Savings Bank, Mt. Pleas- 
ant, $87.37. 


KANSAS BANKS PROSPEROUS. 


Figures compiled by the State Bank 
Commissioner show that the banks of 
Kansas have been doing a good business 
during the last four years. The total 
profits of the State and private banks 
have increased in four years from 18.09 
per cent to 20.17. . 

The number of State and private banks 
has increased in the four years from 395 
to 513. The capital invested in these 
banks has increased from $6,686,850 in 
1900 to $8,149,235 in 1903. The total re- 
ceipts of the banks have increased from 
$3,664,541.94 in 1900 to $5,281,746.29 in 
1903. 

The total profits made by the banks is 
shown by the sum of the dividends paid, 
the surplus and the increase in the undi- 
vided profits each year. These profits by 
years were as follows: 1900, 18.09 per 
cent; 1901, 19.24 per cent; 1902, 18.79 
per cent; 1903, 20.17 per cent. 

The total amount paid in dividends has 
increased from $684,270.58 in 1900 to 
$947,767.12 in 1903. The undivided prof- 
its have gone from $836,935.51 in 1900 to 
$1,394,709.52 in 1903. 

In addition to the dividends paid, Kan- 
sas banks carried to surplus in 1900 $417,- 
972.67; in 1901, $341,900.81; in 1902, 
$372,490.40; and in 1903, $464,840.99; 
or 6.5 per cent in 1900, 5 per cent in 
1901, 5 per cent in 1902, and 5.75 per cent 
in 1903. 

Likewise, they had undivided profits in 
1900 in excess of 1899 of $91,119, or 1.36 
per cent; 1901 in excess of 1900 of $140,- 
942, or 2.04 per cent; 1902 in excess of 
1901 of $189,533, or 2.54 per cent; 1903 
in excess of 1902 of $227,299, or 2.79 per 
cent.

TO MEET TRUST COMPANY COMPE- 
TITION. 


One of the natural results of the growth 
of trust companies during the last few 
years has been their encroachment upon 
the business heretofore conducted by both 
the National and commercial banks. In 
doing this they have departed from their 
old lines but they are still within their 
legal rights. Competition with these trust 
companies in this field of finance is im- 
possible owing to the limitations of the 
National banks’ charters, and thus they 
have been powerless to strike back. 


Every day business of this kind is 
brought to the banks, and they have been 
under the necessity of turning it over to 
their competitors. In this way they have 
unwillingly been forced to give aid, com- 
fort and profit to the -various trust com- 
panies, with the unpleasant prospect of 
having to do this practically for all time 
or until some measure of protection was 
thought of and put into practice. 


The result is that in thus getting be- 
yond their legitimate sphere the trust 
companies have prompted measures 
which, in one very notable instance at 
least, have resulted in the national banks 
entering the trust company field. 


In doing this, however, there has been 
no attempt to engraft upon existing Na- 
tional banks new departments for doing 
trust company business; they have sim- 
ply tried to meet competition in the regu- 
lar business way, organizing a rival con- 
cern of their own, and the co-operation 
of the officers of many of the leading 
National banks of New York, Chicago, 
Pittsburg, Kansas City, and Boston, in 
forming a trust company is one of the 
notable financial events of the past year. 
This latest idea in banking represents a 
community of interest among institutions 
which are in other lines in keen compe- 
tition. New York banks are.more or less 
united in several distinct groups, such as 
what is known as the Morgan chain, the 
National City or Standard Oil group, the 
Park Bank group, the Corn Exchange 
group, and so on. Each of these is en- 
gaged in an active rivalry with the others, 
but some of them found union not only 
possible, but successful, when it came to 
the formation of the Bankers’ Trust Com- 
pany. 


TO MEET TRUST COMPANY COMPETITION. 


LIABILITY AS AN OWNER. 


In a case recently decided it was held 
that a National bank established under 
the act of Congress providing for such 
banks cannot be a member of a partner- 
ship, and cannot become liable as a part- 
ner. It appeared that a customer of a 
National bank, being largely indebted to 
the bank, and being in failing circum- 
stances, and being the owner of nine 
shares in a partnership consisting of 
forty shares, each evidenced by a certifi- 
cate transferable on the books of the part- 
nership, transferred his nine shares to 
the bank to secure payment of his indebt- 
edness, the bank becoming the owner of 
such shares. It was held that such trans- 
fer did not, in legal effect, make said 
bank a partner, but a part owner in sev- 
eralty of the property then owned by the 
partnership, and, as such, liable for nine 
fortieth parts of the debts and expenses 
incurred in purchasing, holding, handling, 
managing, improving and disposing of 
said property.

LAR SIRE 
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REPUDIATED STATE BONDS. 


If any of the Wall street brokers are 
getting out the old Mississippi Union 
Bank and Planters’ Bank bonds, which 
they happen to hold, and are expecting 
to, collect them under the recent decision 
of the United States Supreme Court in 
the case of State of South Dakota vs. 
North Carolina, they are doomed to early 
and utter disappointment, for the decision 
of the tribunal of the United States is 
in no way connected with the two repu- 
diated Mississippi bond issues, is the opin- 
ion of the attorney general expressed in 
a Jackson (Miss.) dispatch. 


In the case of South Dakota vs. North 
Carolina, the North Carolina bonds on 
which the suit was brought and judgment 
was obtained in the United States Su- 
preme Court were secured by a lien on 
certain railroad stocks held by the State 
of North Carolina, and these stocks were 
ordered by the court to be subject to the 
payment of the claims. 


This phase of the State makes one clear 
distinction, if there were no others, be- 
tween the repudiated bond issue of North 
Carolina and Mississippi. The Mississippi 
bonds were secured by stock in the banks, 
which is now worthless. Even were the 
Federal Court to declare the Mississippi 
bonds a valid charge against the State, 
such a judgment would be worthless, be- 
cause there would be no way in which 
it could be collected. The Federal courts 
cannot enforce a judgment against the 
state, though in some instances, as in the 
North Carolina bond suit, they may en- 
force a lien on property in which the 
State is interested. 


But it was unnecessary for the Federal 
courts to take a hand in the Mississippi 
bond issue. The Supreme Court of Mis- 
sissippi held that the bond issues were a 
valid debt against the State and should be 
paid, but the legislature refused to ap- 
propriate money for this purpose. A Fed- 
eral decision could not have made the 
claim more valid than the decision of the 
Supreme Court of Mississippi, but there 
was no way way to collect the debt, as in 
the case of North Carolina; no property 
held by the State that could be subject 
to its payment. 


During the second administration of 
Gov. Brandon in 1830 an act was passed 
by the legislature of the State establish- 
ing the Planters’ Bank of Mississippi. The 
faith of the State was pledged to make 


good all losses which might accrue from 
a deficiency of the funds of the bank and 
two-thirds of the capital stock of the 
bank, which was $3,000,000, was reserved 
for subscription by the State. So the 
bonds of the State were issued in the sum 
of $2,000,000 to take up this stock. 


One bank was not enough. In 1837 the 
legislature passed an act incorporating 
the Union Bank of Mississippi, with a 
capital stock of $15,500,000, and the faith 
of the State was pledged both for the 
security of the capital and the interest. 
To take up the first installment $5,000,000 
worth of the State’s bonds, were sold to 
Nicholas Biddle of Pennsylvania. Such 
mushroom financlering was doomed from 
the first, and both of the banks soon 
became involved and failed. Both bond 
issues were pronounced legal and binding 
on the State, but no payment has ever 
been or will ever be made by the State. 
The question of whether the State should 
repudiate the Planters’ Bank bonds was 
submitted to the people, and, though the 
faith of the State had been pledged, the 
people by direct vote repudiated the debt. 


In the case of the Union Bank bonds 
a suit was brought against the State to 
enforce payment, and though the court 
held in clear and emphatic terms that the 
debt was legal and just, no appropriation 
was ever made to pay the holders of these 
bonds, and, unlike the North Carolina 
case, the securities were worthless and 
the only way payment could be made was 
by volunteer appropriation from the leg- 
islature, which the legislature refused to 
make. 


CALL FOR TREASURY DEPOSITS. 


It becomes more and more apparent 
from the fact that the treasury receipts 
and expenditures are running so close to- 
gether that the secretary of the treasury 
will have to make his second call upon 
the banks for 10 per cent of government 
deposits which he indicated some three 
months ago that he would make if ne- 
cessity arose. It has been considered pos- 
sible that he might meet the Panama 
canal payment on May Ist without calling 
on the banks before that time for a sec- 
ond installment of money. May ist is 
now talked of as the probable date for 
the payment of the $10,000,000 to Panama 
and the $40,000,000 to the French Canal 
Company. 











LOW PRICES INTEREST INVESTORS. 


Events last month on the New York 
stock market have made it reasonably 
plain that a very considerable fund of 
investment capital was holding back to 
buy stocks at the low prices expected on 
the Northern Securities decision. There 
is really no other explanation of the mar- 
ket. The low prices did not come; this 
was, no doubt, because speculators, guess- 
ing at the public’s attitude, bought first. 
The usual result, under such circum- 
stances, is that part at least of the out- 
side capital, reserved against the decline 
which did not come, will be invested “at 
the market.” 

A somewhat similar sequence of events 
has occurred on the foreign markets. All 
of the recent Paris advices have indicated 
that the outside investor came instantly 
into the market when prices broke in last 
month’s “war scare,” and followed the 
market up on its subsequent recovery. 
The steel corporation’s annual _ report 
throws light on this tendency from an- 
other point of view. This is the total 
number of its shareholders, exclusive of 
employe subscribers, at the opening of 
the three successive years:

This shows an increase of 21,328 in 
the year when the price was breaking 
violently, as against an increase of 15,610 
in the year when it held fairly steady. It 
is probable that the books of the railway 
companies would make a similar compari- 
son. 

This does not make matters clear in all 
respects for the future, but the month’s 
events established two facts—first, that 
the outside investment community is not 
poor, and second, that it will buy within 
reasonable limits when sufficient induce- 
ments are offered. What has repeatedly 
driven away such purchasers, both here 
and in Europe, has been the sudden an- 
nouncement of another large Government 
or corporation loan. Usually the investor 
knows better than to bid too high for ex- 
isting securities with such a development 
impending. 


Negotiations are understood to be under 
way for consolidating the Prudential 
Trust Company with the ‘Citizens Savings 
& Trust Company of Cleveland, Ohio.

GOLD OUTPUT OF THE WORLD. 


The Economiste Francais predicts in- 
crease in gold output of the world at large 
this year, but not a large gain. It cal- 
culates an increase of $2,000,000 over 1903 
in Africa’s production, but points out also, 
as regards Russia’s annual output of 
1,000,000 ounces, or say $20,000,000, that 
war will interfere seriously with it. It 
concludes: 

“The existing state of war, rendering 
the Trans-Siberian Railway useless, or 
nearly so, for ordinary business, and par- 
alyzing trade in the district traversed, 
will necessarily injure Russia’s gold-min- 
ing industry. 

“Still, barring a very severe reaction in 
Russia’s output because of war, there is a 
chance for considerable increase in the 
world’s gold production in 1904. Such a 
result would be due to the United States 
product and especially to that of the 
Transvaal.” 
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BANK NOTES. 


The bank of Montreal $100 bill is twice 
the size of the five and ten dollar bills. It 
is a handsome bill. 

St. Louis clearings for the year 1903 
were $2,510,479,245, showing an increase 
over 1902 of $3,674,925. 

The First National Bank of Sioux Rap- 
ids, Iowa, has been authorized to begin 
business with a capital of $50,000. 


Milo Hagen of Madison, Wis., has been 
appointed assistant bank examiner to fill 
the place vacated by Thaddeus Wild. 


' A formal opening of the handsome new 
home of the clearing house of the Phila- 
delphia banks will take place in May. 


The building occupied by the City Sav- 
ings Bank of Nashville, Tenn., is being 
torn down to make room for a handsome 
new structure. 

The Warren National Bank of Warren, 
Pa., will expend about $200,000 in the 
purchase of a site and the erection of a 
fine office building. 


Stephen R. Burton, vice president of 
the National Lafayette Bank of Cincin- 
nati, Ohio, has been unanimously elected 
president of that institution. 


Thaddeus M. Wild of Milwaukee, who 
for many years has been connected with 
the office of state bank examiner at Madi- 
son, has resigned his position. 


If you deposit money in the bank in 
another person’s name you do so at your 
own risk, according to a recent decision 
of the Minnesota Supreme Court. 


The Guardian Trust Company of Cleve- 
land, Ohio, is at work on the erection of 
a new $250,000 building on the site now 
occupied by the Brainard building. 


The Union Trust Company of Chicago 
recently touched the highest point in de- 
posits ever reached in the history of the 
bank. The figure was more than $9,000,- 
000. 

The one dollar gold coins in. commem- 
oration of the St. Louis World’s Fair are 
now in circulation. The coins are in two 
styles and are made at the Philadelphia 
mint. 

The Philadelphia Clearing House has 
made alterations in the National Bank of 
the Republic building, which it purchased 


months ago, and will occupy the struc- 
ture. 


Deposits in banks of Saginaw, Mich., 
are double what they were six years ago. 
On May 14, 1898, the deposits totalled $5,- 
201,511. January 22, 1904, they were $10,- 
897,696. 

Des Moines bankers, who have hitherto 
been depositories of state funds to the 
average amount of $1,000,000, will be re- 
quired hereafter to pay interest on such 
deposits. 

D. D. Muir has been appointed national 
bank examiner of Maryland to succeed 
Walter A. Mason, who recently resigned 
to become president of the Commercial 
& Farmers’ National Bank. 


The Coal & Iron National Bank of New 
York City has been authorized to do busi- 
ness. It will be located at Liberty and 
West streets and will take over the busi- 
ness of the Varick Bank. 

The directors of the Federal Trust and 
Savings Bank of Chicago declared a quar- 
terly dividend of 1 per cent on the stock, 
payable April 1st. This is the initial 
dividend on the shares of this bank. 


The First National Bank of Los An- 
geles proposes to increase its capital from 
the present amount of $400,000 to $500,000 
and a meeting of the stockholders has 
been called to vote upon the question. 


At a meeting of the directors of the 
National Bank of Commerce of New 
York Harry Payne Whitney was elected a 
director to fill the vacancy caused by the 
death of his father, William C. Whitney. 

There are ninety-nine national banks in 
Indian Territory. These are, of course, 
under national banking laws. In addi- 
tion to these there are perhaps as many 
more private banks and trust companies. 

Dividends paid by St. Louis banks last 
year were $2,136,000; dividends paid by 
trust companies, $2,060,000; amount car- 
ried to surplus, $2,068,833. This shows a 
total of $6,264,833 as the net earnings of 
the year. 


The comptroller has authorized the or- 
ganization of the First National Bank 
of Clifton, Texas, with a capital of $40,- 
000. The organizers are G. J. Gibbs, Tom 
M. Pool, C. A. Paulsen, O. Selbery and 
Anton Olson. 











The comptroller of the currency has is- 
sued a certificate authorizing the First 
National Bank of Napa, Cal., to com- 
mence business with a capital of $50,000. 
H. P. Goodman is president and E. L. 
Bickford cashier. 


Another tax record in bank clearings 
was scored by Memphis, Tenn., during 
March. The footings showed a total of 
$23,591,128, as against $16,273,046 for the 
same month last year. The gain was 
nearly 20 per cent over 1901. 


The Royal National Bank of Palestine, 
Texas, has been organized with a capital 
of $100,000. N. R. Royall is president; J. 
W. Wright and Hampson Gary, vice pres- 
idents; Tucker Royall, cashier; C. W. 
Hanks, assistant cashier. 


The First National Bank of Manistique, 
Mich., has awarded a contract for the 
construction of its proposed new block. 
The building will be constructed of stone 
and pressed brick and finished in oak, 
and will cost about $20,000. 


The Bank of Nova Scotia has made ap- 
plication at Ottawa for permission for 
an increase of $500,000 in the capital 
stock by issue of 5,000 additional shares. 
This will make the authorized capital $2,- 
500,000, with a rest of $3,100,000. 


Ferdinand Goetz of the firm of Win- 
ter & Goetz has been elected president of 
the Keystone National Bank at Reading, 
Pa. Mr. Goetz succeeds the late Jeremiah 
Hagenman. Mr. Goetz has been the vice 
president for a number of years. 


William E. McComb, cashier of Na- 
tional Exchange Bank of Lockport, N. Y., 
since 1888, has been elected president to 
succeed late Senator Ellsworth. Mr. Mc- 
Comb entered the bank as a messenger 
boy in 1867 and worked his way to the 
top. 

The People’s Bank of Greensboro, Ala., 
has started business with a capital stock 
of $50,000. A. Lawson is the president 
and Lewis Lawson is teller. The direc- 
tors are Thomas E. Knight, W. -W. Over- 
street, S. J. Monette, A. Lawson anéd 
Lewis Lawson. 


Almost $1,000,000 increase in capitaliza- 
tion is shown this year by Indiana state 
banks over the corresponding time in 
1903. Figures recently compiled by D. J. 
Mendenhall of the state banking depart- 
ment show that the banks are in a flour- 
ishing condition. 
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Clarence I. Bruner has been elected a 
director and cashier of the new Second 
National Bank of Akron, O. The Sec- 
ond National is the combined Citi- 
zens’ National and the old Second Na- 
tional. It has $350,000 capital and $1,- 
500,000 deposits. 


A meeting of the stockholders of the 
new Swarthmore National Bank of 
Swarthmore, Pa., was held recently and 
the following organization was perfected: 
Prof. Arthur ,H. Tomlinson, president; 
David L. Lukens, vice president; Isaac 
Roberts, cashier. 


The First National Bank of Mounds- 
ville, W. Va., which was organized about 
two years ago, already has in the neigh- 
borhood of $240,000 in deposits, and has 
accumulated the considerable sum of $10,- 
000 for surplus and profit account. The 
capital is $50,000. 


The comptroller of the currency has ap- 
proved an application to organize the 
First National Bank of Leetsdale, Pa., 
with a capital of $50,000. Isaac Jackson, 
Sewickley, Pa.; Frank R. Stoner, John S. 
Craig, William Bauman and J. R. Mc- 
Quaid are incorporators. 


An act passed by the senate of Iowa 
provides that the directors of Iowa banks, 
state and savings, must make a thorough 
investigation of their institutions, and 
report the same to the auditor of state, 
under penalty of a term in the peniten- 
tiary not to exceed three years. 


The comptroller of the currency has 
approved the application of W. L. Thomp- 
son, R. C. Beach, T. C. Hailey, C. J. 
Smith and W. P. Temple to organize a 
national bank in Pendleton, Ore., with a 
capital stock of $50,000, to be known as 
the Commercial National Bank. 


The Comptroller of Currency has ap- 
pointed National Bank Examiner Myron 
R. Sturtevant as receiver of the Capitol 
National Bank of Guthrie, Oklahoma, 
upon information received from the pres- 
ident of the bank, Charles E. Billingsley, 
that the bank had closed its doors. 


The American Trust and Savings Bank 
of Birmingham, Ala., is one year old. On 
April 1, 1893, the bank bought out the 
business of the Birmingham Savings 
Bank, which showed a deposit account 
at close of business on that date of $89,- 
454.32. A year later the deposits were 
$547,016.

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A. C. Tompkins, a director of the Na- 
tional Deposit Bank of Owensboro, Ky., 
died April 5th of paralysis. He was one 
of the pioneer tobacco merchants and 
was the head of an immense export 
trade. Mr. Tompkins won distinction as 
an honest legislator, possessed of an am- 
ple fortune. 

At a meeting of the directors of the 
Yokohama Specie Bank, Ltd., held at Yo- 
kohama, March 10th, a dividend of 12 per 
cent per annum was declared. There were 
110,000 yen added to the reserve fund, 
making a total of 9,320,000 yen, and 427,- 
000 yen were carried forward to undi- 
vided profits. 

The discovery is announced of a new 
counterfeit $5 national bank note on the 
National City Bank of New York, series 
of 1882; check letter U, Rosecrans, Regis- 
ter; Jordan, treasurer. This counterfeit 
is a photograph of the original. The 
treasury and bank numbers are brown in- 
stead of blue. 

The Second National Bank of Hamil- 
ton, Ohio, will increase its capital stock 
from $100,000 to $250,000. The Dime Sav- 
ings Bank will increase its capital from 
$50,000 to $100,000, and will add a trust 
company department. The First National 
Bank recently increased its capital from

little less than $10,000. This will be the 
final payment to the creditors and will 
make a total of 95 per cent that has been 
repaid to depositors. 

The Union National Bank of Cleveland, 
Ohio, with its capital increased and the 
business of the Colonial National con- 
solidated with its own, has opened for 
business in its new quarters at No. 44 
Euclid avenue. The new quarters, owned 
by the bank, will be the permanent home 
of the Union National. 


The Bank of Commerce of Lincoln, 
Neb., will reorganize about May Ist as the 
National Bank of Commerce. An increase 
from $50,000 to $100,000 in the capital 
stock is expected. M. Well is president 
and M. I. Aitken is the cashier of the 
institution. The assets of the old bank 
will be taken over by the new one. 


The German-American Bank, located 
at Reed street and National avenue, in 
Milwaukee, has under consideration the 
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raising of its capital stock and a further 
increase of facilities to care for growing 
business. The capital and surplus is now 
$250,000, and it is proposed to raise the 
capital stock to $300,000 or $400,000. 


A petition was filed in Augusta, Ga., 
recently for the incorporation of the Au- 
gusta Clearing House Association. The 
petitioners were: Jacob Phinizy, Frank 
G. Ford, L. C. Hayne, W. B. Young, P. 
E. May, William  Schweigert, Patrick 
Armstrong and Maurice Walton, repre- 
senting the banking corporations of Au- 
gusta. 

The Pittsburg Stock Exchange has 
been formally notified by Colonel Hugh 
Young, president of the Federal National 
Bank, that the capital stock of the latter 
had been reduced from $2,000,000 to 
$1,000,000 and the action approved by the 
Comptroller of the Currency. The pres- 
ent book value of the new stock is about 
$220 a share. 

From present indications it appears 
that skyscrapers will be under the ban, 
so far as Baltimore bankers are con- 
cerned in the reconstruction of the 
burned district. The tendency seems to 
be in the direction of one-story buildings, 
structures of this character having passed 
through the great conflagration practi- 
cally unscathed. 


Plans are being formulated by the Gar- 
den City Bank and Trust Company of 
San Jose, California, for the erection of 
a large, handsome, six-story steel building 
on the southwest corner of First dnd San 
Fernando’ _ streets. The contemplated 
structure will be of steel with a sand- 
stone front and will cost in the neigh- 
borhood of $100,000 or $125,000. 


Thomas Lawrence Forrest, founder of 
the old Union Bank of Chicago, died re- 
cently at the ripe age of 85. In 1872, with 
Charles F. Grey, Mr. Forrest started the 
Hide & Leather Bank which was a factor 
in a recent banking merger. In the 
late 50s Mr. Forrest was identified with 
the federal state department and was an 
intimate friend of Daniel Webster. 


The State Auditor of Public Accounts 
has issued a statement of the condition 
of the thirty-one state banks in Chicago 
on March 22d, which shows savings time 
deposits amounting to $113,542,992, an 
increase since December 30th of $4,536,- 
613. Individual demand deposits aggre- 
gate $86,270,940, an increase of over $6,- 
000,000 since the last previous report. 











The old banking house of F. H. Foust 
& Co., known as the Columbia City Bank, 
of Columbia City, Ind., has been reor- 
ganized under the United States banking 
laws and the institution changed in name 
to the Columbia City National Bank. 
Franklin H. Foust, head of the Colum- 
bia City Bank, entered the banking busi- 
ness in Columbia City more than fifty 
years ago. 


The First National Bank of Lynchburg, 
Va., has increased its capital stock from 
$150,000 to $250,000. The new shares are 
to be sold at $200 each, and thus the sum 
of $100,000 will be added to the surplus, 
making a total surplus of about $250,000, 
and a total capital, including capital 
stock and surplus, of about half a million 
dollars. The cashier of this bank is E. 
P. Miller. 


Carl E. Bryan has been elected cashier 
of the World’s Fair National Bank, which 
is to be located on the World’s Fair 
grounds at St. Louis for the accommoda- 
tion of visitors at the fair. H. A. Fore- 
man, president of the Fourth National 
Bank at St. Louis, was chosen president, 
and C. H. Hutting, president of the Third 
National Bank of St. Louis, was chosen 
vice president. 


The supreme court has handed down a 
decision that will have a faf-reaching ef- 
fect on the taxation proposition in Kan- 
sas if the assessors avail themselves of 
the privilege the law now gives them. 
The court holds that they- have a right 
to examine the books of the banks to 
ascertain whether all the money of resi- 
dents of the county has been turned in 
for assessment. 

An important step toward the reorgani- 
zation of the Commercial and Farmers’ 
National Bank of Baltimore has been 
taken in the election of National Bank 
Examiner Walter A. Mason to the presi- 
dency of that institution. Charles E. 
Rieman, the temporary executive since 
the retirement of Lawrence B. Kemp, in 
November, will be asked to retain a seat 
in the directorate. ‘ 


George S. Brooke of the Fidelity Na- 
tional Bank has been elected president 
of the Spokane Clearing House. He suc- 
ceeds J. P. M. Richards of the Spokane 
& Eastern Trust Company. Aaron Kuhn 
of the Traders’ National Bank was elect- 
ed vice president to succeed George S. 
Brooke. W. D. Vincent of the Old Na- 
tional Bank was ‘re-elected secretary and 
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treasurer and W. M. Shaw of the Ex- 
change National Bank was re-elected 
manager. 


The oldest banking institution in Du- 
luth is the American Exchange Bank. It 
was established in 1879, and has not a 
pyrotechnical, but a steadily progressive 
career ever since. It has never skipped 
a dividend, and for every year it has paid 
its stockholders a dividend ranging from 
5 to 10 per cent per annum. It has, while 
decidedly conseyvative, built up a sur- 
plus and undivided profits account $300,- 
000. 


The Continental National Bank of Chi- 
cago has recently added a library on 
banking and allied subjects. The em- 
ployes of the bank are enthusiastic over 
the innovation, and its popularity may 
be judged by the fact that on the first 
day the library was opened every book 
was taken. It is intended to add to the 
library all the latest periodicals, as well 
as all the new publications on finance 
and kindred subjects. 


The Hibernia Bank and Trust Com- 
pany of New Orleans has moved into its 
new home in the new modern office build- 
ing which has been built on Gravier and 
Carondelet streets. The Hibernia has a 
capital of $3,000,000. Its officers are: John 
J. Gannon, president; G. R. Westfeldt, 
vice president; J. W. Castles, vice presi- 
dent; Charles Palfrey, cashier; George 
Ferrier, assistant cashier; P. L. Girault, 
assistant cashier; L. M. Pool, assistant 
cashier, and Wyatt H. Ingram, Jr., trust 
officer. 


The stockholders of the Commercial 
Bank and Savings Company of Findlay, 
Ohio, have authorized an increase of the 
bank’s capital from $80,000 to $100,000 
and waived their right to a pro rata share 
of the increase. This bank, although only 
three years old, is one of the strongest 
financial institutions in the city and now 
has deposits of over $650,000. The pres- 
ent officers are: President, E. C. Taylor; 
vice president, John B. Heimhoffer; sec- 
retary and treasurer, R. E. Taylor; cash- 
ier, C. J. Oller. 


Information has reached the Ohio Sav- 
ings Bank and Trust Company of To- 
ledo, Ohio, that a forger is uttering and 
passing what purports to be a draft issued 
by the bank on its New York correspond- 
ent. Those to which attention has been 
called, have been drawn on the First Na- 
tional Bank, New York City, whose name 
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has been stamped on with a _ rubber 
stamp, and they have been passed in 
towns in Oklahoma and Kansas. The 
name signed to the forged drafts is David 
M. Jordan, assistant cashier. 


The Lexington National Bank of Lex- 
ington, Ky., will erect an _ eight-story 
building in the near future. The base- 
ment will be commodious and will be oc- 
cupied by the offices of the Lexington 
Railway Company. The ground floor of 
the new building will be used for bank 
offices. The upper floors will be used for 
professional and business offices. The 
building is to be heated by hot water, and 
every modern improvement will be pro- 
vided. When completed it will be one of 
the finest buildings in the state. 


The total number of state banks oper- 
ating in March, 1903, Indiana, was 121, 
while this year there were 148. The total] 
capitalization last year was $5,034,700 and 
this year it is $6,009,750, an increase of 
nearly a million dollars. The assets of 
the bank amounted to $31,726,978.80 in 
1903 and this year they are $36,061,318.36. 
The individual deposits on hand and sub- 
ject to payment on demand amount to 
$23,444,983.75. At the same time last year 
they amounted to $21,240,591.95. The 
surplus in 1903 was $950,999.27 and this 


year it is $1,184,692.57. 

A syndicate headed by George A. 
Schmelz, owner of banks in Hampton and 
Newport News, Va., has acquired by pur- 
chase the controlling interest in the Citi- 
zens’ Bank, one of Norfolk’s largest finan- 


cial institutions. The estate of C. D. Ken- 
ney of Baltimore is represented as being 
one of the largest interests in the syndi- 
cate, and it is probable that at the annual 
election of directors to be held in July, 
Mr. Schmelz will be elected president, 
succeeding G. M. Serpell, who was elected 
to fill the vacancy caused by the death of 
President W. H. Doyle some weeks ago. 


Joseph T. Talbert will take the place 
of John C. McKeon as vice president of 
the Commercial National Bank of Chi- 
cago, Mr. McKeon going to the National 
Park Bank of New York as vice presi- 
dent. Mr. Talbert has been cashier of 
the Commercial National from the time 
James H. Eckels became president. While 
comptroller Mr. Eckels appointed Mr. 
Talbert bank examiner of the northern 
district of Texas, then to Colorado in the 
same capacity. From Denver Mr. Talbert 
was transferred to St. Paul and later be 
came bank examiner in Illinois, with 
headquarters at Chicago. 
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Fourteen national banks in Chicago, re- 
porting their condition as of March 28th, 
showed an aggregate increase of $3,400,- 
000 in deposits, an increase of nearly $10,- 
459,440 in loans and discounts and a de- 
crease of about $6,650,000 in cash means. 
The national bank changes in the last 
two months are practically the reverse 
of those shown recently by the state 
banks and trust companies. While the 
national institutions report a compara- 
tively small increase in deposits and a 
large increase in loans, the state institu- 
tions showed a gain of nearly $17,000,000 
in deposits and an expansion of only 
about a quarter of a million in loans. 


Plans have .been made for the hand- 
some building which the German National 
Bank will erect at the corner of Vine 
and Fourth streets in Covington, Ky. It 
will front 125 feet on Vine street and 30 
feet on Fourth street, and will be three 
stories, absolutely fireproof. The exterior 
will be faced with granite, possibly over 
concrete. The floors will be constructed 
of concrete. The first floor, also the base- 
ment, will be for stores, while the main 
banking room will take up the second 
floor. The room will be 26 feet in height 
and will be finished off in stucco and 
ornamental work. There will be bronze 
and marble fixtures. The thiru floor will 
be arranged for the clerical and book- 
keeping force. 


The comptroller of the currency has 
declared dividends in favor of creditors - 
of insolvent national banks as follows:

First National Bank, Niles, Mich., making 
in all 80 per cent on claims proved 
amounting to $402,436; a final dividend of 
31-10 per cent in favor of creditors of the 
First National Bank, Belont, Ohio, mak- 
ing in all 981-10 per cent on claims 
proved amounting to $217,206; a final div- 
idend of 51.92 per cent in favor of credi- 
tors of the Packard National Bank of 
Greenfield, Mass., making in all 100 per 
cent and interest in full on claims proved 
amounting to $238,326. 








The First National Bank of Blairsville, 
Pa., moved into its handsome brown stone 
building, which is one of the finest bank- 
ing houses in the state. This bank has a 
remarkable record. It was organized in 
1865 with William Maher as president, 
Samuel Ray, cashier, and Archibald Da- 
vis, Robert Johnston, Paul Graff, Samuel! 
Dixon, Columbus Bell, Samuel Barr and 
Thomas G. Stewart as directors, passing 
through all the financial panics, and has 
never failed to declare a semi-annual div- 
idend to its stockholders. The bank has 
a capital of $80,000 and a surplus fund of 
$80,000. The present board is composed 
of T. D. Cunningham, president; J. M. 
Turner, vice president; W. P. Graff, cash- 
ier; Dr. L. S. Clagett, Thomas Maher, Cy- 
rus Stouffer, A. P. Kirtland, Harry Mc- 
Creary and Robert Smith, directors. 


BRITISH REVENUE DEFICIT. 


People unfamiliar with the history and 
precedent of the British fiscal system, 
surprise has been caused by the amount 
of discussion over the $25,000,000 deficit 
in revenue for the fiscal year ending 
March 31st. But the fact is, revenue def- 
icits in time of peace are most unusual 
in English history, and are very ill re- 
ceived. The special reason lies in the 
different theory of public appropriations, 
there and here. In the United States, one 
Congressional committee fixes the year’s 
appropriations and another adjusts the 
sources of revenue, and the Treasury can- 
not help itself when (as in 1892, 1893, and 
1894) Congress authorizes larger expen- 
ditures than the revenue will provide for. 
In English theory, Parliament concedes 
this or that tax, asked for by the Gov- 
ernment, and the Government arranges 
the spending. It is a modern adaptation 
of the old theory which drove Charles the 
First to ask itresh taxes from his Parlia- 
ment. But a Ministry which in time of 
peace spends more than was originally 
granted it, is not popular, and has to 
make very plain apologies. 

In the twenty years preceding the Boer 
war outbreak in 1899, only three were 
marked by deficits, those three being 
1885, 1886, and 1894. The surplus ran 
once—in 1896—as high as $18,390,000; it 
fell in 1900 to a $69,000,000 deficit, and in 
the fiscal year ending with March, 1902, to 
$177,500,000. But these were “war def- 
icits.” 
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“California did not take kindly to the 
national bank system at first, and it was 
only when Congress passed a special act 
authorizing such banks to issue only gold 
notes that the system was allowed to ob- 
tain a foothold in this State,” says Ben- 
jamin C. Wright, a Pacific Coast banking 
authority. ‘‘The first of these gold-note 
national banks in the country was the 
First National Bank of San Francisco, 
which began business on January 3, 1871. 
Several more of these gold-note banks 
were put in operation in the State prior 
to the resumption of specie payments by 
the Government in January, 1879. As 
after that event greenbacks were redeem- 
able by the Government in gold coin, and 
the currency notes of the national banks 
in greenbacks, the excuse set up by Cali- 
fornia for gold-note banks no longer ex- 
isted, and so, one after another, all of 
California’s gold-note banks went under 
the currency bank system, receiving 90 
per cent in circulating notes against the 
80 per cent allowed the gold-note banks. 
This percentage is now 100 per cent. 

“It was not until July 1, 1887, that the 
State officials requested the national 
banks of the State, purely as a matter of 
courtesy, to furnish them with statements 
at least once a year on a date correspond- 
ing to the one required from the State 
banks under their jurisdiction. This 
courtesy has been granted annually since. 
At that time the State banks were re- 
quired to furnish the commissioners with 
two statements annually, on January ist 
and July ist. Subsequently three state- 
ments were required annually on a past 
date, following the plan applied to the 
national banks, which requires five state- 
ments every year. The first of these com- 
bined statements was for June 30, 1887. 
The whole number of banks in the State 
reporting for that date was 169, classified 
as follows: State savings, 24; State com- 
mercial, 88; State private, 29; national, 
28.”

GUARANTOR’S ABSOLUTE LIABILITY. 


The absolute liability of an Illinois 
guarantor of commercial paper, long in 
doubt by reason of ill-considered dicta 
and judicial reasoning, has finally been 
settled by the Supreme Court of Illinois 
in Pfaelzer v. Kau, 207 Ill. 116, opinion 
by Mr. Justice Scott. 

The defense interposed was that the 
maker was solvent at the note-maturity, 
and remained so for a considerable time 
thereafter, but became wholly insolvent, 
before any demand was made upon him 
for the payment of the note, and before 
any notice to the guarantor of default in 
payment. This defense was disallowed in 
all the courts and justly so. 

The court stated that while courts and 
text writers of the most eminent respec- 
tability differ on this question, they feel 
committed to the doctrine of liability 
under the circumstances disclosed by the 
defense. The argument is irresistible 
that, notwithstanding the payee’s negli- 
gence in failing to seek an immediate 
Satisfaction of the matured obligation, the 
guarantor is equally negligent in liqui- 
dating his obligation. He should be dili- 
gent himself by prompt payment, if he 
wishes to run no risk as against his prin- 
cipal, for which he incurred the liability 
of guaranty. 

The negotiability of commercial paper 
bearing guaranties is assured by the deci- 
sion against such a defense. 
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NATIONAL MEETING IN THE EAST. 


New York bankers now appear con- 
vinced that the next annual convention 
of the American Bankers’ Association will 
be held in that city. Great pressure will 
be brought to bear on the executive coun- 
cil by New York bankers to accomplish 
this result. 

The executive council of the associa- 
tion will hold a meeting in New York on 
April 21st and 22d, at which the place and 
date of the next convention will be de- 
cided upon. 

It is admitted that the convention will 
be held in the East, and in view of the 
fact that the association has never been 
entertained by New York the metropolis 
seems to be the logical place for the gath- 
ering. Atlantic City and New York are 
the only two cities that have presented 
invitations to the executive council, and 
the contest will probably be limited to 
them. 

In 1902 the convention was held in 
New Orleans and in the following year in 
San Francisco. The attendance at the 
latter place was large, New York sending 
a big delegation. 

The American Bankers’ Association 
represents more capital than any other 
organization in the world. The capital 
surplus and deposits represented by the 
members falls a little short of $10,000,- 
000,000. It has a membership of between 
6,000 and 7,000. The association also has 
its trust company and savings bank sec- 
tions. The latter hold meetings at the 
same places and in the same dates as the 
Bankers’ Association. 


BANKERS PLAN EXCURSION. 
The annual convention of the Illinois 
Bankers’ Association will take the form 
of a summer outing this year, and a trip 
on the lake to Mackinac will be taken in 
August. This was decided by the exec- 
utive board of the association. 


CALIFORNIA BANKERS’ ASSOCIATION 


The executive council has accepted the 
invitation of the Los Angeles clearing 
house to hold the eleventh convention of 
its association in that city on Thursday, 
Friday and Saturday, May 19th, 20th and 
21st next. 


ANNUAL MEETING AT SPAR- 
TANBURG. 

The annual meeting of the South Caro- 
lino State Bankers’ Association will be 
held in Spartanburg April 26th and 27th. 
On the latter, night the annual spring 
music festival at Converse will begin and 
many members of the Bankers’ Associa- 
tion will stay over for that. 

The last meeting of the association was 
held in Columbia, E. W. Robertson being 
elected president. The committee on ar- 
rangements in Spartanburg consists of 
Giles L. Wilson, J. W. Simpson, T. J. 
Boyd, J. L. Fleming and R. I. Woodside. 
An interesting programme for the asso- 
ciation’s meeting has been arranged. 
Nearly every bank in the state has mem- 
bership, although three years ago there 
were but 20 members.

IOWA MEETING AT DES MOINES. 
The Iowa State Bankers’ Association 
will meet in Des Moines June 15th and 
16th, and the attendance is expected to be 
several hundred.

IOWA BANKERS AT CLINTON. 

The annual meeting of the bankers of 
eastern Iowa, group No. 12, of the state 
association, held its annual session at 
Clinton, Iowa. The business session was 
devoted to the election of officers for the 
coming year and to the discussion of 
banking interests. W. H. Carpenter of 
Monticello was elected chairman of the 
division and A. C. Smith of Clinton was 
named as secretary. 

There are sixteen groups in the State 
Bankers’ Association. Group No. 12 em- 
braces the counties of Muscatine, Scott, 
Cedar, Jackson, Jones and Clinton. There 
are 100 banks in the group, and of this 
number sixty-five are members of the 
state association. 


BANKERS AT WALLA WALLA. 
The next convention of the Washington 
State Bankers’ Association will be held 
in Walla Walla June 16th, 17th and 18th 
next. This was decided upon at a meet- 
ing of the executive council of the asso- 
ciation, held in Seattle. 
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BANKERS CHANGE MEETING PLACE. 


The place of holding the next meeting 
of the Indian Territory Bankers’ Asso- 
ciation has been changed from Holden- 
ville to Sulphur Springs. At the last 
meeting Holdenville was decided upon, 
but notice was served on the executive 
committee by that town that it was not 
able to entertain the association. The 
meeting will be held May 10th and 11th. 


M’KEON GOES TO NEW YORE. 

John C. McKeon, vice-president of the 
Commercial National Bank of Chicago, 
goes to New York to become vice-presi- 
dent of the National Park Bank of that 
city. The National Park Bank is dis- 
tinctively a commercial bank, and is not 
controlled by the great moneyed interests 
which govern certain others of Gotham’s 
financial institutions. It has deposits of 
nearly $84,000,000, and its capital and 
surplus amount to about $10,000,000. 

Mr. McKeon has been prominent in Chi- 
cago banking circles since he became re- 
ceiver of the National Bank of Illinois, in 
December, 1896. He served in this capac- 
ity until Jan. 1, 1898, when James H. Eck- 
els resigned his position as comptroller of 
the currency, and became president of the 
Commercial National Bank in Chicago. 
Mr. Eckels offered the position of vice- 
president to Mr. McKeon. Previous to 
that time, Mr. McKeon had been for sev- 
eral years national bank examiner in 
Chicago. 

Mr. McKeon was born 45 years ago on 
a farm in Will county, Illinois. He re- 
ceived a high school education at Wil- 
mington, Ill., and went to work imme- 
diately afterward. He was employed at 
various times in general stores at Ottawa 
and Streator, Ill., and devoted his life to 
mercantile pursuits until he came to 
Chicago as a bank examiner. 


BANK NOTE CIRCULATION. 

The total net circulation of bank notes 
outstanding is at present the largest in 
the history of the national banking sys- 
tem. Despite the fact that the full limit 
of $3,000,000 was retired in February, 
the increase for the month was $3,500,000. 
From March 1, 1902, to March 1, 1904, the 
total note circulation of national banks 
has increased from $358,434,867 to $430,- 
324,310, a gain of over $70,000,000. The 
capital of the national banks in the same 
period has increased from $667,381,231 te 
$765,861,640. 
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BANK 120 YEARS OLD. 


The Bank of New York, the oldest 
financial organization of its kind in 
Greater New York, celebrated its one 
hundred and twentieth anniversary last 
month. The bank has been located at 
the northeast corner of William and Wall 
streets for 107 years. Its constitution was 
written by Alexander Hamilton, one of 
the first directors, who subscribed for one 
share and a half of its original stock. 

The bank was first located in Franklin 
square, originally named St. George’s 
square. The second building was at No. 
11 Hanover square. The bank has occu- 
pied the present building since 1798: 
During the yellow fever epidemics of 1799 
and 1822 it moved uptown temporarily, 
as Wall street was in the infected dis- 
trict. 

The bank has paid out nearly $17,000,- 
000 in dividends since its organization. 
The directors of the bank intend to send 
its original ledger to the Louisiana Pur- 
chase Exposition at St. Louis. It con- 
tains checks signed by Alexander Hamil- 
ton, Aaron Burr and many other contem- 
porary celebrities. 


NAMES OF NEW YORK BANKS. 


A bank is about to be organized in New 
York city to be known as the McKinley 
National Bank. It is a curious fact that 
out of the several dozens of national 
banks of New York city only two have 
hitherto been named after former Presi- 
dents of the country—the Lincoln and 
the Garfield. There is one national bank 
named after Gallatin and one named after 
Chase, and a State bank named after 
Hamilton and three after former secre- 
taries of the treasury; but none of either 
kind named after Washington, Madison, 
Monroe, Jackson, Van Buren—a thorough 
New Yorker—Grant or any other former 
President. There is a State-bank named 
after Jefferson and a savings bank and 
a trust company named after Washington, 
but with the exceptions noted, most of 
the men who loom large in the history of 
the republic—and, for that matter, in the 
history of the State and of the city—have 
been ignored in the christening of our 
banking institutions. It is interesting to 
note that the three Presidents after whom 
New York national banks have been 
named were assassinated while in office. 
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BOND ISSUES PENDING. 

The problem of* marketing the corpora- 
tion bond issues overhanging the market 
has passed through several stages. Last 
autumn they were unsalable, and railways 
had to put out notes. In December a good 
demand sprang up, especially from Eu- 
rope, and various issues, notably the 
Philadelphia, Baltimore and Washington’s 
$10,000,000 first mortgage bonds were sold. 
When war broke out on February 7th, 
this demand stopped abruptly, and note- 
issues began again. Since the recovery 
in home and foreign markets, this past 
fortnight, the public has again seemed 
favorable. 

The railways, as expected, have been 
heard from. Announcement of the Rock 
Island’s decision to issue at once part of 
the $163,000,000 refunding bonds author- 
ized, was followed by the Wabash share- 
holders’ action in ratifying the terminal 


-bonds proposed, and later by the an- 


nouncement that a Southern Railway 
bond issue was at hand. The question 
has arisen, What others are to follow?

RAND GOLD OUTPUT FOR MARCH. 

The Rand gold output in March is es- 
timated at 300,000 ounces, an increase of 
10,498 ounces over February. The above 
output for March would be valued ap- 
proximately at $6,000,000, against $5,790,- 
040 in February and $5,776,480 in Janu- 


ary. March’s output was the highest 
since September, 1899, at the outbreak of 
the Boer war, when the production was 
411,762 ounces. 


AUSTRALASIAN GOLD OUTPUT IN 
1903. 


The returns of the gold produced in the 
principal Australasian States in 1903 are 
satisfactory, the increase in value as com- 
pared with 1902 being equal to over a million 
and a half sterling. Of that total, £822,250 
stands to the credit of Western Australia, the 
showing being the largest on record. 
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HEAVY EXPORT TRADE. 


Some interesting figures regarding the 
commerce of the United States with the 
various countries of the world are pre- 
sented by the Department of Commerce 
and Labor through its Bureau of Sta- 
tistics. The statement covers the eight 
months ending with February, 1904, and 
compares conditions in those eight 
months with corresponding periods of 
earlier years. The total exports from 
the United States to all parts of the world 
during the eight months ending with 
February, 1904, were valued at 1,048 mill- 
ions, against 982 millions in the corres- 
ponding months of last year, and the im- 
ports were 654 millions in value, against 
681 million dollars in the corresponding 
months of last year. 


To Europe the exports from the United 
States were 785 millions, against 728 
million dollars in the corresponding 
months of last year, and the imports 
were 341 millions in value, against 371 
millions in the corresponding months of 
last year. Thus the exports to Europe 
show an increase of 57 million dollars and 
the imports from Europe a decrease of 40 
million dollars in the eight months’ period 
under consideration. To North America, 
other than the United States, our exports 
were 150 millions, against 135 millions in 
the corresponding months of last year, an 
increase of 15 million dollars, and from 
North America, other than the United 
States, our imports were 113 millions, 
against 116 millions, a decrease of 3 mill- 
ions. To South America our exports were 
35 millions, against 27 millions last year, 
and from South America our imports 
were 83 millions, against 68 millions in 
the corresponding months of last year. 
To Asia our exports were 39 millions, 
against 41 millions in the eight months 
of last year, and our imports from Asia 
were 97 millions, against 104 millions in 
the corresponding months of last year. 
To Oceania our exports were 23 millions, 
against 26 millions in the corresponding 
months of last year, and our imports 
from Oceania were 14 millions against 14 
millions in the same months of the pre- 
ceding year. To Africa our exports were 
17 millions, against 25 millions in the 
corresponding months of last year, and 
from Africa our imports were 6 millions, 
against 9 millions in the same months of 
the preceding fiscal year. Thus, the in- 
crease in exports is exclusively to Europe, 
North and South America, while Asia, 


Oceania and Africa show, in each case, a 
decrease. 

To Asia the reduction is presumably 
due in part to the existing hostilities 
which unsettled trade, and in part to the 
very high prices of cotton, which reduced 
the exports of cotton to Japan from 70 
million pounds in the eight months end- 
ing with February, 1903, to 20 million 
pounds in the eight months ending with 
February, 1904, making the reduction in 
value of raw cotton exported to Japan 
alone 4% million dollars. To Oceania 
the reduction occurs in the exports to 
British Australasia. This decrease oc- 
curred chiefly during the months of Jan- 
uary and February and is apparently due 
in a large degree to the adoption of a 
preferential tariff in New Zealand, the 
details of which were so little known in 
the latter part of the year as to cause a 
suspension of exports to New Zealand 
pending more definite information as to 
the exact rates which the new tariff 
places upon merchandise from the United 
States in comparison with like products 
from the United Kingdom. 


Similar conditions in British South 
Africa are apparently the chief cause in 
the reduction of exports to Africa, which 
fell, as already noted, from 25 millions in 
the eight months ending with February, 
1903, to 17 million dollars in the corres- 
ponding months ending with February, 
1904. All of the British territories in 
South Africa are included in the African 
Customs Union, and the preferential tar- 
iff adopted by that customs union gives 
to the product of the United Kingdom 
materially lower tariff rates than on those 
from other countries, the reduction in 
tariff ranging from 5 to 25 per cent. 
While tariff reductions of this character 
when applied in Canada have not appar- 
ently resulted in a reduction of exports 
from the United States to that country 
after the details were understood by our 
manufacturers, the uncertainty as to the 
details, article by article, which existed 
in the early application of the preferential 
tariff rates in New Zealand and South 
Africa is believed to be the chief cause 
of the temporary check apparent in the 
exports to those countries. 


To Canada, where the preferential tar- 
iff has been sufficiently long in operation 
for its details to be thoroughly under- 
stood, exports from the United States 
show a steady growth, the total for the 
eight months ending with February, 1904, 
being $81,660,462, against $75,170,150 in 
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the corresponding months of the preced- 
ing year, and $70,774,602 in the same 
months of the fiscal year 1902. 

The effect of reciprocity with Cuba be- 
gins to make itself apparent in the fig- 
ures of our commerce with that island. 
Exports from the United States to Cuba 
during February, 1904, were $2,152,328, 
against $1,535,978 in February last year, 
and for the eight months ending with 
February, 1904, were $16,898,884, against 
$14,066,518 in the corresponding months 
of the preceding year. Our imports from 
Cuba in February, 1904, were $7,711,704, 
against $4,013,453 in February, 1903, and 
our total imports from that island in the 
eight months ending with February, 1904, 
were $35,228,760, against $34,506,901 in 
the corresponding months of last year. 

To China exports from the United 
States continue to show a marked reduc- 
tion, as compared with the _ preceding 
two years. Our total exports to the Chi- 
nese Empire for the eight months ending 
with February, 1904, were $8,174,556, 
against $12,440,331 in the corresponding 
months of last year, and $15,468,220 in 
the same months of the fiscal year 1902. 
For the month of February, 1904, our 
exports to China were $1,894,423, against 
$2,022,676 in February, 1903. This re- 
duction is apparently due in part to the 
hostilities in northern China, which have 
had a very general effect upon trade con- 
ditions in that empire, in part to the 
invasion of the markets of China by cot- 
ton cloths from Japan, and in part to 
the growing manufacture of cotton cloth 
produced largely from yarns imported 
from Japan and India, consumed in part 
in the cotton factories recently estab- 
lished in China and largely distributed 
for use in household weaving of cotton 
cloths for domestic requirements. Still 
another important cause is, as already 
noted, the great increase in prices of cot- 
ton cloths, due to the high price of cotton 
during the last year. The reduction in 
exportations of cotton cloths from the 
United States to China“was from $10,- 
094,836 in the eight months ending with 
February, 1902, to $2,762,078 in the eight 
months ending with February of this 
year. 

To other sections of the Orient our ex- 
ports show an increase, the total to Asia 
in the eight months ending with Febru- 
ary being $38,966,741, against $41,314,482 
in the same months of last year, a reduc- 
tion of $2,347,741, while in the exports to 
China aloue the reduction is $4,265,775, 
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thus indicating an increase to Asia other 
than China. ° 

To Russia, both in Europe and Asia, 
the exports from the United States con- 
tinue to show an increase. To Asiatic 
Russia, including Port Arthur and the 
immediately adjacent territory, which is 
under lease from China, our total exports 
in the eight months ending with Febru- 
ary were $771,180, against $763,719 in 
the same months of last year; to Russia 
on the Black sea, $2,355,804, against $1,- 
888,438 in the same months of last year, 
and to Russia on the Baltic and White 
seas, $11,361,914, against $8,542,477 in 
the corresponding months of last year. 
Thus the total exports to all Russia in 
the eight months ending with February, 
1904, were $14,488,898, against $11,194,634 
in the corresponding months of last year, 
an increase of $3,126,984. For the month 
of February alone, our exports to Russia 
were $2,986,919, against $2,327,244. 

One especially interesting feature of 
the statement of our commerce with the 
various countries is that of trade with 
the new Republic of Panama. The state- 
ment shows the exports to and imports 
from the Republic of Panama for the 
months of January and February. Our 
total exports to that republic in the two 
months named were $311,087, and our 
total imports from that country $153,894. 
For February alone our exports to Pan- 
ama were $158,197, and our imports from 
Panama $80,670. Thus the trade with 
the new republic in the first two months 
of its record runs at the rate of nearly 
$3,000,000 per annum. 


Two years after the passage of the 
Sherman act there were 156 aggregations 
of capital in the country properly deserv- 
ing the name of trusts. To-day by the 
showing of John Moody in “The Truth 
About Trusts,” they have increased to 
440 in number, with a total floating capi- 
tal of $20,379,162,511. 


OFFICERS OF ST. PAUL CHAPTER. 


E. W. Finch was recently elected presi- 
dent of St. Paul Chapter, American In- 
stitute of Bank Clerks, C. H. Van Auken 
was elected vice-president; W. H. 
Schultze, secretary, and Charles Carpen- 
ter, treasurer. W.H. Schultze, C. E. Rob- 
ertson, P. W. Kempion and G. M. P. Prid- 
ham were elected delegates to the na- 
tional convention to be held in August in 
St. Louis. 
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SAVINGS BANKS AND TRUSTS. 

“During the last twenty-three years the 
capital deposited in the banks of the 
country has increased nearly $10,000,000,- 
000,” says Judge Peter S. Grosscup, of 
the United States District Court, Chicago. 
“This capital largely has come from men 
in the ordinary circumstances of life. It 
measures the capital detached during this 
period by this class of our citizenship 
from actual proprietorship in the indus- 
tries of the country. It marks a tre- 
mendous shift in the personnel of active 
proprietorship—a shift as significant as 
if in that short period nearly one-half of 
the farmers of the whole country had 
sold out their lands and goods to a few 
men, loaning back to these with which 
to carry on their enterprises the larger 
part of the purchase money. 

“The shift is due to the sense of inse- 
curity the people feel in the ownership of 
corporate property as corporations under 
existing state policies are now permitted 
to be organized. When we recall that 
outside of the country and city real es- 
tate more than one-half of the property 
of the country is now corporate property, 
the ultimate effect of the existing state 
policies respecting the organization of 
corporations—the free-for-all, go-as-you- 
please policy—upon active proprietorship 
by the people at large is clearly discern- 
ible. 

“Here, then, is the other paternalism— 
a paternalism more dangerous to repub- 
lican institutions than the labor unions— 
the paternalism that, narrowing active 
ownership to the few who, by acuteness 
or experience, can fathom the intricacies 
of corporate organization, leaves to the 
ordinary run of people no choice re- 
specting their savings, other than to 
spend them as they are gathered, or to 
loan them to the masters of the corporate 
machinery. 

“In wars between nations the victor 
lays indemnity for his losses upon the 
vanquished. But in wars between em- 
ployer and employe the losses fall nei- 
ther on victor nor upon vanquished. 
When a truce comes and an indemnity 
is laid it falls, not on the belligerents, 
but on the outside public—the great neu- 
tral who, up to that time, supposed it 
had only a moral interest in the conflict. 
It has come to pass that instead of peace 
the standing relation between them is 
that of war. They look upon each other 
not as neighbors or copartners, but as 
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belligerents. When they sleep, it is upon 
their arms. The employer deals in this 
day, not with men, but with republics of 
men; not with individuals, but with gov- 
ernments — self-constituted governments 
inside the greater government called the 
State. Employment of labor is no longer 
a matter of bargain and contract; itis a 
matter for treaty, for diplomacy, or for 
war.” 


THE GERMAN TREASURY BILLS. 

Announcement that the German Impe- 
rial Treasury will offer to convert to a 
314 per cent basis the $20,000,000 4 per 
cent Treasury bills placed in New York 
five years ago, is followed, to-day, by an- 
nouncement that only a trifling part of 
the loan remains in New York. As re- 
gards redemption of such part of the loan 
as is not extended by the holders, an 
arrangement has been made with two of 
the great German banks to take any rem- 
nant that the holders may refuse to con- 
vert. The first installment of $5,000,000 
falls due for redemption in April, the 
second one in June. The fate of this 
issue has been rather curious. It was 
made at a time when the German market 
still had dear money, as the result of the 
great industrial boom; but conditions 
were soon reversed with its collapse, and 
money became considerably cheaper at 
Berlin than in New York. Practically, 
the whole of the loan is now held at 
Berlin. 


LOST AMONG LARGE TOTALS. 

In the balance sheet of the Consoli- 
dated Tobacco Company, published re- 
cently, showing assets of $214,941,000 for 
the year ending December 3ist, last, an 
item that attracted attention was $51 to 
cover office furniture. As the Consoli- 
dated Tobacco is purely a holding com- 
pany incorporated under the laws of New 
Jersey in 1901, to acquire the stocks of 
the American, the Continental and sub- 
sidiary companies, for which 4 per cent 
bonds were issued, only one small office 
is required to hold the meetings, which 
occur once or twice a year. Office fur- 
niture valued at $51 by the Consolidated 
Tobacco among assets of $214,941,000 re 
called the statements issued last May by 
President Hill of the Northern Securities 
Company, which showed that the expense 
of administration, where gross earnings 
of $150,000,000 were concerned, amounted 
to $935.78. 
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BANK INSTITUTES NOVEL SUIT. 


The action of the Consolidated National 
Bank of Philadelphia against Elmer E. 
Kirkland of Birmingham, N. Y., on trial 
in the Supreme Court at the latter place, 
resulted in developments that caused a 
sensation. The suit was brought by the 
bank to recover $20,000 due on a note 
given by Mr. Kirkland over a year and 
a half ago to Walter G. Wilson of Phila- 
delphia, and by him indorsed and turned 
over to the bank. 

Kirkland bought leaf tobacco of Wil- 
son, but did not want it delivered at the 
time of purchase, and Mr. Wilson agreed 
to keep it. Mr. Wilson had the note dis- 
counted and pledged Kirkland’s tobacco 
to cover it as collateral security. He also 
had a large number of other obligations 
at the bank and immediately after the 
Kirkland transaction committed suicide. 
When Kirkland attempted to pay his note 
and take the tobacco he was informed 
that Wilson had pledged it for all his in- 
debtedness. Kirkland refused to settle 
unless his tobacco was released. The 
bank sold the goods, appropriated the 
money and brought an action to recover 
on the note, which Mr. Kirkland contests, 
bringing counter suit to recover his to- 
bacco and damages. 


DECREASES — BE 
LATER? 

Two questions have arisen as a result 
of the $8,000,000 decrease in January’s 
net railway earnings, followed by further 
shrinkage in gross receipts during Febru- 
ary and March. Will this decrease, so far 
as it resulted from the season’s very un- 
favorable weather, be made good by an 
increase in the succeeding months? And 
if not, will it have any bearing on pend- 
ing rate disputes? 

Experience does not indicate shrinkage 
of earnings through storm and cold wea- 
ther is entirely made up afterwards. Such 
shrinkage occurred in February, 1902, and 
again during the same month of 1899. But 
the figures for ensuing months show very 
clearly that on those occasions, only a 
part of the missing traffic reappeared 
later. Some, doubtless, was perishable 
freight; but beyond that, the absence of 
large expansion later is found in lapsed 
contracts and in the general hesitation 
which naturally occurs when railways 
for any reason actually refuse to accept 
new business. But increase in later 
months may come from other causes. 


WILL OFFSET 
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RIGHT TO TRANSFER BANK STOCK. 


The United States Supreme Court, in 
an opinion by Justice White, affirmed the 
decision of the Court of Appeals of the 
state of New York in the case of the 
Third National Bank of Buffalo vs. The 
German Insurance Company. The ques- 
tion involved was whether a stockholder 
in a national bank organized since 1864 
can transfer his stock when in debt to 
the bank. The court held that such 
transfer could be made under the con- 
gressional enactment of 1864, omitting 
the mandatory provision of the act of 
1863.
